The State F air increases in interest each 
day. The attendance at the Park and Pa­ 
vilion yesterday and iast evening was the 
largest of the week, and large num bers ar­ 
rived from the Bay and interior points last 
evening. 
Visitors from abroad are pleased 
w ith the fair. The hotel accommodations 
are ample. 
The first stock parade of the fair will 
take place at A gricultural Park at 10 o’clock 
this morning, and will be the largest and 
best ever seen on the coast. 
To-night there will be a grand floral ex­ 
hibition at the Pavilion, for prizes am ount­ 
ing to $00. 
In this competition each ex­ 
hibitor will be required to show not less 
than five pieces. It is expected that this 
will be a very attractive feature, as all the 
leading tlorists of the city will compete. 
MUSIC PROGRAMME. 
At the Park this afternoon a musical treat 
will be given by the First A rtillery Band, 
to consist of the rendition of Meyrelies’ 
descriptive “ H unting Scene.”

G E N E R A L M OTES. 


In the art gallery we note some tine 
crayon portrait work by’ Miss L. M. Jessup, 
which is exquisitely finished and strikingly 
correct. 
Carl Eisenschim el has some very fine 
pen and ink portrait work in the art ex­ 
hibit. One picture by this artist, “ The 
E ntry of Charles into Antw erp,” is a re­ 
m arkable exam ple of skill. 
Helen Kelley lias some very superior 
ower pieces. 
W illiam K eith’s four water color pieces 
arc fine exam ples of art, and should have 
critical exam ination. 
In the California M useum's interesting 
exhibit in the art gallery is an autograph 
letter of the im m ortal John Adams. 
It is 
yellow with age, creased and faded, and is 
on unruled foolscap. It reads (verbatim ): 
ScnooDitK F alls, A ugust 5, ISO". 
Dear John : Could I, oh Jo h n ! convey to thee 
through the m edium of Pen in k and paper any 
tolerable id ea of 
the thousand enjoym ents 
w hich flesh is h eir to on hoard a coaster, or set 
before thee ns it w ere in vision th e ten thousand 
delicacies w ith w hich th e fortunate possanger 
is regaled, then w ouldst thou exclaim in th e 
words of an old saying, verily ” one h alf the 
w orld knows not how the other half lives.”

self for nine successive days and nights thou 
wouldst know th e happiness th y friend lias ex ­ 
perienced since he left thee.

Nolen. Sweet, oh J o h n ! is the m em ory of d s- 
tan t friends! like the m ellow ray of departing 
sun it falls tenderly, yet sadly on th e heart.

Mr. J. R. Pcnnim an, r.oston, 
A very beautiful oil landscape hangs on 
the north wall of the art gallery, entitled 
“ View in the Suburbs of Sacramento.” It 
is by Norton Bush, the well-known artist, 
and is faithful in draw ing and color. 
Ernest N arjot’s “ M iner's Cabin ” (inte­ 
rior], is a painting of broad m erit and 
w orthy of critical exam ination. 
In the north conservatory Ben Cohen 
m akes a large and handsome exhibition of 
curpeis and rugs on the wall space. 
in the northeast conservatory John Breu- 
tier, of Sacramento, displays some of the 
finest examples of upholstered furniture 
ever seen in this city. 
lie exhibits also 
the “ Perfect Folding Bed,” and the “ Ev­ 
en t Folding Bed,” and a variety of bed- 
sofas and chairs, the upholstery varying 
from velvet and silk reps to satin plush anil 
ail the standard goods used in first-class 
houses. He shows also some very fine m ir­ 
rors, office tables, hed-rooru sets, dining­ 
room sets, etc. It is a splendid exhibit, and 
excites the adm iration of all who view it. 
Asher, the well-known photographer of 
Sacramento, has in the west gallery a fine 
display of photographic portraits. The dis­ 
play will repay exam ination, and testifies 
to the skill of the photographer. 
J. C. Scripture, in the west end, south 
side, shows the largest and finest speci­ 
mens of Big Tree bark ever brought to 
Sacramento. 
City Engineer L. F. Bassett exhibits the 
celebrated H yatt water purifying system in 
operation. We cannot now pause to de­ 
scribe it. 
But the proof of its efficiency is 
demonstrated by 
Mr. 
Bassett, to the 
sim plest intelligence. He shows also the 
Sanilas trap anti-syphonie—and also the 
Sanitas standing basin and patent overflow 
valve. 
The Sacramento Business College, Pro­ 
fessor Atkinson. Principal, exhibits four­ 
teen different specimens of penmanship, 
all of the highest order and representing 
everything that can be done w ith the 
pen.’ The exhibit is one of attractiveness, 
and testifies to the value of the system of 
teaching penm anship in the college. There 
is also shown some remarkably fine pen- 
drawing, some of it being as delicate as 
steel plate. 
The Sacramento Glastyind Crockery Com- 
Íiany (China Hall) makes a handsome ex- 
libition of fine china, crystal and other 
ware, lamps, m antle ornaments, etc. The 
whole is set up in a grotto in black, gold 
and crim son. 
It is a brilliant and rich 
showing. 
The Capital Soap Company, Sacramento, 
in the center of the m ain floor, exhibit 
four m am m oth eakes of the popular soap 
known as “ Le Rol des Savons, ’ or King 
of Soaps. These occupy the corners of the 
twenty-foot square inclosure. In the center 
is a pyram id of varieties of soap in boxes, 
the base ornam ented by an array of toilet, 
borax, olive and other soaps, in open boxes. 
T he lower sections of the pyramid are 
crowned by large cakes of varieties of soap, 
and the whole is surm ounted by a figure of 
Napoleon I., modeled in soap by Charles 
F. Holland, an employe of the factory, and 
a pupil of the Sacramento School of Design. 
It was the young m an’s first attem pt and 
as such is a rem arkable success, especially 
when it is remembered that the young 
m an has not bad instructions in modeling, j 
H e made the drawing for the figure from a ; 
bronze statute owned by Mr. Robbins, Fif­ 
teenth and O streets. The exhibit as a 
whole is one full of interest and practical 
value. 
John F. Cooper m akes a tine large ex­ 
hibit of pianos and all kinds of musical in­ 
strum ents, from brass and reed instrum ents 
down to quaint, rare and peculiar instru­ 


m ents. 
Of the pianos 
he 
sh o w s the j 
M athushek. Behr Bros. A Co., and W beelock j 
m ake, and of organs the Mason A H am lin, • 
Chase and the Palace organ, som ething j 
new—a six-octave organ. H e also shows I 
the new piano chair, affording support for I 
the back. H e shows, also, music in sheets, 
books, etc., and all m anner of music su p -1 
plies. He exhibits an iron frame, still | 
strung, of a M athushek piano that passed 
through a heavy fire, as an exam ple of the 
enduring qualities of the instrum ent. The 
whole is a fine exhibit. 
I.. 
K. Ham m er, Sacramento, m akes a 
fine large display of musical instrum ents 
in great variety," including stringed, reed 
and brass instrum ents generally, and many 
curious and unusual wind and other instru­ 
ments. 
H e shows, also. Checkering A 
Son’s pianos and the Wilcox A W hite or­ 
gans. He exhibits in a special case four 
California-made instrum ents—a cello, a 
guitar, a violin and a liaD jo. the latter 
being the handiw ork of Mr. H am m er, and 
a handsome piece of work it certainly is. 
The showing in cases of drum s, brass and 
silver instruments, accordeons, and m usi­ 
cians’ supplies is of a character to interest 
m usicians of ail classes, and adds much to 
the attractiveness of the gallery display. 
One ot the most deeply-interesting ex­ 
hibits is made by the California State Board 
of Silk Culture, in the south gallery. It 
includes all kinds of reeled silk, cocoons 
in all stages of development, m ade silK 
fabrics, the reeling of silk from the cocoons, 
etc. It should awaken the interest of every 
visitor to the fair, as it touches a great and 
growing industry closely related to the em ­ 
ployment of women aud children. 


T H E L A D IE S’ TO I'UN* AM ENT. 


The announcem ent Thursday that the 
ladies’ tournam ent would take place at the 
Park yesterday m orning at 10 o’clock 
caused a large num ber to assemble. The 
grand stand was well filled, the m ajority 
of the audience being ladies. T he First 
Artillery Band was in attendance, and 
those assembled enjoyed a rare treat of 
concert music, consisting of medleys, solos, 
etc., all of which was artistically rendered. 
A num ber of trotters and a few runners 
were exercising on the track, and in con­ 
sequence the tournam ent did not com­ 
mence until nearly an hour after the 
advertised tim e. The entries were ten in 
number, and as follow s:

The names of 
the riders were not put upon the black­ 
board, nor were they announced, and the 
audience, in consequence, was in blissful 
ignorance as to the personnel of the con­ 
testants. T his m ay be all right, the judges 
say it is, but half the interest in the con­ 
test is lost to the observer. 
You could 
hear the ladies criticising the riders, refer­ 
ring to the contestants as the “ red headed 
girl,” " the old wom an,” “ sage brush,” 
etc. The young men, however, referred to 
them as “ daisies,” and really the latter ap­ 
pellation applied to the riding of each, for 
never before was such equestrienne grace 
observed in a ladies’ tournam ent in this 
city. Some of the ladies were badly handi­ 
capped by having horses that would not 
take the hurdle, nor lope. The Misses 
Kember, of Paradise, had excellent horses, 
which they rode w ithout saddles and over 
which they had the most complete control. 
They took the hurdle at its highest point, 
with horses going ot a full gallop, singly 
and together. Their riding was greeted 
with the wildest cheering, as was also 
that of Miss Belle Ellis, whose horse 
also 
was 
under 
complete 
control. 
Miss Fox, of Stockton, a very graceful 
rider, rode a fine anim al, but he was a 
“ single-footer,” and that gait is anything 
but good for taking hurdles. Some of tlie 
horses evidently never had sec-n a hurdie 
before, and refused to take it on the first at­ 
tem pt. 
A laughable incident occurred 
during the contest: One of the two little 
girls in riding to the hurdle saw a bright 
silver dollar lying on the track. 
She 
brought her horse to a sudden bait, dis­ 
m ounted, pocketed the coin, remounted, 
took the hurdle and lost very little time. 
The act caused considerable m errim ent 
and applause. The ladies will ride again 
on Friday next, when the prizes will be 
a w a r d e d .

ever witnessed on the track, Daisy fourth, 
Fred Collier fifth, St. Patrick and Em m a 
T. distanced. 
Pools now took a decided 
change, and the backers of Jou Jou, w ith 
Patsey Duffev up. thought they could not 
lose. Jou Jou brought $50, Dublin Bay 
$20, field $17. John A., as usual, was hard 
to start, his trainer being compelled to hold 
him back of the score until the word was 
given. 
The second heat was a pretty one, all the 
horses keeping well together. On the first 
turn Fred Coliie’ le i, w ith the others 
close up in the following order: Dublin 
Bay, Jóu Jou, Daisy D. and John A. On 
the upper turn they were all in a hunch, 
D ublin Bay leading. Coming down the 
hom e stretch John A., Daisy D. and Jou 
Jou were side-and-side, but the black horse 
forged ahead at the draw-gate and won by 
a length, in 1:44.?, Daisy D. second, Joit 
Jou third. Dublin Bay ’fourth and Fred 
Collier fifth. 
Daisy D., Dublin Bay and Fred Collier 
not having won a heat were sent to the 
stable, which left John A. and Jou Jou to 
finish.

John A. won the next beat by two 
lengths, leading from the score to the finish. 
The quarter was m ade in :23, the half in ¡53 
and the m ile in 1:43}, 
The riding of Duffy in this race was the 
adm iration of all who beheld it, and when 
he came back to the score after the first 
heat he was given three cheers, which 
seemed to be a rebuke to the judges for 
their unprecedented action in refusing to 
let him ride in the preceding race. Duffy 
had been reducing to the weight, and in 
consequence appeared a little weak and 
caused jealous individuals to circulate the 
report that he had been drinking, a state­ 
ment he and his friends denied and which 
his superior riding proved conclusively was 
untrue.

D O M E ST IC N E W S . 


C o n d itio n r.r th e S e p te m b e r C ro p s. 
W a s h in g to n , September 10th.—The Sep­ 
tem ber report of the Department of A gri­ 
culture shows a heiter yield of spring 
wheat than was expected one m onth ago. 
The im provem ent is in the northern belt 
of W isconsin, M innesota and Dakota. 
In 
Nebraska there has been a decline and in 
Iowa little change. The general average is 
84, an increase ot 4 points. The average 
yield of the crop, as far as the results of 
thrashing are reported, exceeds 11 bushels 
and tuay reach l i t busiiels per acre. 
W in­ 
ter wheat in tlie Ohio valley gives promise 
of a better return than was expected at 
harvest. There is some im provem ent in 
Missouri and Kansas. In the Middle and 
Eastern States the percentages of Ju ly are 
not m aterially changed, 
in the South 
the harvest ii disappointing. 
Rains in­ 
jured the product in 
the shock. 
Re­ 
turns 
indicate 
an 
average 
yield of 
about 
121 
bushels 
per 
acre. 
The 
entire wheat 
product 
will 
apparently 
exceed that of last year by 80,900,000 to 
90,000,1)00 bushels. The exact determ ina­ 
tions of the area harvested anil the results 
of thrashing are about equivalent to the 
variations of the two periods. Corn has 
declined from SI in A ugust to 77 in Sep­ 
tember. 
In the principal producing Slates 
the status is as follows: 
Kentucky, from 
87 in August to 90 in September ; Ohio, 88 
to SO; Michigan, no returns; Indiana. 90 
to 92; Illinois declines from 77 to 72; Mis­ 
souri, from 75 to 6 2 ; Kansas, from 72 to 6 2 ; 
Nebraska, from 76 to 68 ; Iowa, from 73 to 
67. The loss west of Indiana is caused by 
drought. 
In the South Atlantic States 
there has been an improvement. On the 
Gulf Coast there has been a slight improve­ 
m ent, except in Texas, where drought has 
reduced the condition. 
The 
present crop prospect, with 
no 
further decline, is 14 per cent, worse than 
last year and Indicates over twenty-one 
bushels per acre or nearly sixteen hundred 
million bushels. 


T h e A p a c h e P r is o n e rs . 
W a s h in g to n , September 10th.—General 
Drum, Acting Secretary of W ar, has given 
instructions that Gerónimo, Natchez and 
other hostiles surrendered with him , be 
stopped at San Antonio and kept im pris­ 
oned there until the determ ination is 
reached as to w hat course of procedure can 
be undertaken againsttliem . It is officially 
known that the surrender was not made 
without conditions, but w hat the condi­ 
tions were, beyond theagreem ent th at they 
should not be surrendered for trial in A ri­ 
zona, have not been reported. 
It was In 
compliance w ith this condition that Geró­ 
nim o started w ith the hostiles for Florida. 
The determ ination of the course of proced­ 
ure will probably be m ade by the Presi­ 
dent, but not until the term s of surrender 
and all the attendant circumstances shall 
he officially known. W ith the present 
knowledge 
it 
seems 
probable 
that 
the 
offenders 
can 
neither 
be 
tried 
by 
a 
m ilitary 
court-m artial 
nor 
by 
civil 
authority, 
but 
that 
they 
m ay 
he 
tried as the Modocs were, 
by a 
M ilitary Commission. T his is a tribu­ 
nal for’the institution of which there are 
m any well recognized precedents in our 
own history, though it is one w hich has as 
yet no recognition in statutory law. 
The 
atrocities of these prisoners, terrible as 
they were, arc not thought to be such as 
would bring them w ithin the jurisdiction 
of a Court-martial, which is very limited, 
nor would the civil Courts, in the absence 
of witnesses, meet the requirem ents of the 
case, although the guilt of the Ind¡ansi3 
notorious. 
U nder the circumstances, a 
M ilitary Commission, which seems to bean 
interm ediate between a C •vrt-m artialand 
the tribunal of Judg" Lynch, and which is 
recognized 
by leading publicists as a 
necessity, under certain circumstances, is 
perhaps’ the i nly Court, l y which justice 
could be meted out to these m urderers. 
It 
would, of course, be composed of m ilitary 
officers, and the proceedings would be sim i­ 
lar in character lo those of a Court-mar­ 
tial. 
Little doubt is entertained by those 
who know the character of the Apaches 
that there will he found among them a 
num ber who will be ready to betray Geró­ 
nimo and other leaders to save their own 
necks. 


W a s h in g to n , 
September lOtli. — The 
Army and Nary Register to-morrow will 
say : 
If public opinion, in and out of the 
arm y, has weight in deciding the fate of 
Gerónimo and his m urderous band, they 
will be tried by a M ilitary Commission, 
speedily convicted, and executed w ith­ 
out 
delay. 
There 
is 
a 
precedent 
for 
such’ a 
treatm ent 
of 
them , 
it 
one is needed, in the case of the trial 
by a M ilitary Commission of the Sioux 
after the 
M innesota Massacre in 1862. 
Five hundred of the prisoners were then 
put on trial, 300 of whom were found guilty 
of m urder, and thirty-eight were hanged. 
Every one of the band was a pris­ 
oner of 
war 
at 
the 
tim e 
of 
his 
escape from the San Carlos reservation. 
They had been placed there by General 
Crook, and were given the liberty of the 
reservation, on condition of not leaving it. 
They broke tiiis promise, and used their 
privileges to escape, in order again to take 
the w arpath. They are paroled prisoners, 
taken red-handed in acts of war, and should 
suffer tiie punishm ent adjudged by the law 
of war to such acts of treachery.

N e w a r k (N. J.), September 10th.- Yes­ 
terday noon a pale, attenuated woman, be­ 
grimed with dust and weary from the effects 
of m any nights of traveling, slowly as­ 
cended the steps of the Park House, carry­ 
ing in her arm s an infant and dragging 
alter her two other little children, equally 
soiled and tired. She came from Las Vegas, 
N. M., by the im m igrant train, seeking her 
truant husband, who, she said, a few 
m onths ago suddenly and unexpectedly 
deserted her. She recently ascertained that 
he was living in Newark with another wo­ 
man for his wife. 
The sym pathies of the 
inm ates of the hotel were excited in her 
behalf, and she was taken to a comfortable 
room and provided w ith necessaries fur 
herself and children. She proved to be the 
wife of M anuel Ilessburger.who some years 
ago went with her to San Francisco, where 
they lived for some time, finally im m igrat­ 
ing to New Mexico, where Ressburger 
amassed a fortune. 
In February last he 
deserted his wife and children and fled to 
Newark, where he married the daughter of 
a prom inent Jew ish citizen. 
H e is now 
proprietor of one of the largest clothing 
stores in this city. The defense of Ress- 
burger is divorce. 
H e alleges that it was 
obtained by her in San Francisco on the 
ground of his infidelity. H e produces what 
purports to be a certified copy of the decree 
granted by the California Court at the tim e 
of their residence there. 
H e was held in 
$500 bail for exam ination. 


C o lo n e l G ild e r a n d th e N o rth Pole. 
W in n ip e g , Septem ber 10th. — Colonel 
Gilder and his companion, Griffith, started 
for the North Pole last night. They will 
take the steam er Princess at Selkirk, and 
proceed to Norway Houie. and from that 
point they will ascend the Nelson river and 
proceed to York factory. The outfit which 
the Colonel takes w ith him weighs a ton 
and a half, and consists of hard-taek, pem- 
mican and other food, guns, riñes, re­ 
volvers and am m unition, scientific instru­ 
ments, hand-organ, baubles for the natives, 
etc. H e also takes two sledges, sixteen feet 
long and four feet wide. 
After leaving 
York factory. Colonel Gilder will take as 
little as possible with him , because of the 
difficulty of carrying it. H e relies for sus­ 
tenance mostly on game secured along his 
route.

The two 
prom inent obstacles have been tlie refusal 
of the Chicago and Northwestern to pool 
its rangc-catile business orriginatiug in 
western 
Nebraska and W yoming, and 
the demand of the 
Missouri 
Pacific 
that, by reason 
of its Lincoln, Neb., 
extension, it 
should 
be 
awarded 
a 
share of the through business. The first 
was settled by virtually conceding to Ihe 
Northwestern ils point. T his was done by 
removing the western boundary line of the 
range cattle pool as it formerly existed, 
running north and south througli Valen­ 
tine, Brady Island and Indianola, Neb., to 
Laramie City and Douglas. This gives 
the Northwestern 
control 
of 
ail 
tlie 
cattle shipped on Its line west of Norfolk 
to Fort Fetterm an, from which it will ex­ 
act local rates, and not report its business 
to any pool. As both the Union Pacific 
and 15'urlington are building into that 
Territory, it will not enjoy the monopoly 
longer than the 
present season. 
The 
other bone of contention was amicably 
divided by giving the Missouri Pacific 
four per cent, in the pool on the through 
business, and awarding the Omaha two per 
cent.

Delgado’s revolu­

tain his seat. The people there want Soto 
back, for they remember what ho did for 
the country. 
He built railroads and estab­ 
lished companies for developing the coun­ 
try's great m ineral resources.

N ew Y o r k . September 10;h.—The con­ 
solidation ot the Cigarmakers’ Progressive 
Union with the International Union was 
effected to-day at ihe office of the Vice­ 
President of the international Union. 
It 
was said the increase of m em bership in the 
International from the consolidation would 
be about 5,000. 
The International Union 
has more than 300 separate organizations. 
The agreement by which the consolida­ 
tion was effected provides that the interna­ 
tional Union shall give separate charters to 
all progressive unions which desire them , 
except to the unions i:i Cleveland, St. 
Louis, Syracuse and H am ilton, which will 
be merged with the International Unions 
in those cities. 
All who were members of 
the progressive unions before July 26th are 
entitled to the same privileges in the Inter­ 
national Union which they enjoyed in the 
Progressive, without paym ent of a further 
initiation lee. 
All funds of the Progressive 
Union go into the general funds. 
All tines 
imposed by the International Union upon 
men who joined the Progressive Union are 
remitted. All persons who owe tines or 
loans to the Progressive Union will be held 
liable to the International Union.

“ W e are fully deter­ 
m ined to fight the battle out. W e are 
gaining new m em bers every day and will 
win in the end. There are now about two 
hundred and fifty employers on our list 
who agreed to abide by tlie rules of the as­ 
sociation to m anage their shops.

one hundred and fifty sbop3 are idle, ex­ 
cept on such work as the employers them ­ 
selves do, w ith theassistance of apprentices. 
In other shops, by an arrangem ent with us, 
men are-still at work under the old rules.

The litigation pending for Ihe last six 
years between Joseph Reese, of Pittsburg, 
and the Bessemer Btcel Company, limited, 
which has prevented the use of the Bassic 
steel process in the United Btates, owing to 
an injunction obtained by the Bessemer 
Steel Company, has been decided by the 
Master, who reports that the injunction be 
dissolved and the hill dismissed at cost of 
the Bessemer Steel Company.

MEXICO’S PRESIDENT. 


A REMARKABLE AM) KOMAM1C 
CAREER. 


How the “ Idol of tlie People" W as 
Chosen Tor H is First Term 
—Mexican Politics. 


(Special Correspondence of the Recoed-Usion.J 
Mkxico, August 27, 1886. 
Xow that public attention is more than 
ever directed toward Mexico, people may 
be interested in reading something about the 
ruler of an alleged republic, whose Consti­ 
tution was professedly patterned from that 
of Las Estados Unidos del Norte (as they 
call our country in contradistinction to 
their own “ United States of the South "), 
but in which each Stale is a law unto her­ 
self independent of the Federal power. In 
point of fact, might is right here, and who 
is strongest rules, whether he be President, 
State Governor or revolutionist. 
President Porfirio Diaz is a somewhat 
remarkable man, in a land not prolific of 
statesmen. He is just 56 years old—tall, 
dark, half-Indian in type, his muscular 
figure the very incarnation of health and en­ 
durance. 
His military yet nonchalant 
bearing is grace itself, his brown eyes meet 
yours squarely w ith the glance of one born 
to command, and his voice is- peculiarly 
pleasant, as in deep tones he roils off the 
musical dialect of his mother tongue. 
Taken all in all—though a trifle brigandish 
in appearance and with something the air 
of a lucky adventurer—he is a man to com­ 
mand universal admiration, if not respect. 
His career, like that of all Mexican rulers, 
hasbetn full of romantic adventure. He 
was horn in 1850, in Oaxaca—the richest 
State of southern Mexico, which was also 
the birth-place of Juarez. Mejia, Rayes, 
Mariscal and others famed in politics, liter­ 
ature and war. His parents designed him 
for the law, and sent him to Pueblo to be 
educated at the celebrated Colegio Carolino, 
which institution has graduated many of 
the bright and shining lights in Mexican 
history. Rut Don Porfirio 
“ TOOK TO SOI.PIERINU ” 
As naturally as a duck to water, and at the 
age of 24 bo enlisted as a private in the old 
National Guard, against the oppressive 
government of Santu Ana. A few years 
later, in the “ War of Reform ” (1858 61), 
lie won more substantial honors than the 
straps of an officer, and when the country 
was convulsed by the French invasion of '02, 
Diaz—then risen to the rank of General— 
took a prominent part in tire struggle. Many 
tales arc told of his hair-breadtb 'scapes 
and “ moving accidents hv flood and field,” 
as fascinating as those by which Othello 
won lirabantio’s daughter. Once during 
the French wars, when a prisoner in the 
“ City of the Angels," with the expectation 
of being shot like a dog on the morrow, he 
let himself down from the tower in which 
he was confine 1, by means of bis blanket 
torn into strips, and under the friendly 
cover of darkness managed to elude the 
guards and reach a place of safety. Again, 
in the course of the bloody struggle by 
which he made himself President the first 
time, he had 
A NARROW ESCAPE 
At the north. Having captured Matamoras 
by during strategy, lie was himself cap­ 
tured, on shipboard, by the Lerdoists, arid 
only evaded his enemies by leaping into 
the shark-infested sea. It is hardly possi­ 
ble that he could have come out alive from 
this adventure but for the oonnivance of a 
French Captain, whom lie afterwards re­ 
warded by the appointment of Consul at 
San Nazaire. 
Diaz' brilliant conduct in the attack of 
Pueblo; bis valiant defense during the 
siege of that citv in 1863; his splendid vic- 
torii s at La Carbon» ra and Miaiiuatlati, ami 
his triumphal entry into the City ot Mexico 
as General-in-Cliief of the forces that 
wrested it from the Imperialists, all com­ 
bined to render him a popular hero—for his 
countrymen, the mixed descendants of 
warlike Aztecs and conquering Spaniards, 
admire deeds of valor in the field more 
than the most exalted statesmanship. 
Taking advantage of this military pres­ 
tige, he offered himself for the Presidency 
against Bonito Juarez, on the no-re-eltiction 
platform of 1871—the third candidate being 
Don Sebastian Lerdo de Tejada. Chief Jus­ 
tice of the Supreme Court. The Electoral 
College gave Juarez a large majority, and 
that tenacious Indian was duly declared 
President. Then, from the safe retirement 
of his " hacienda de la Novia,” Diaz issued 
a manifesto, known as 
THE PLAN OK NOVIA— 
Repudiating all existing powers and pro­ 
posing to retain military command. More 
than a year of terrible warfare ensued, in 
which—after thousands liad been slain— 
the Diaz element was utterly defeated, and 
banishment from Mexico was the General's 
punishment, with a number of his fellow- 
partisans. Moanwhile Juarez died in otlloe 
tin 1S72), and a commission appointed by 
Congress to decide upon his successor, de 
clared Isir.io the legally-elected ruler. 
All authorities agree that Sebastian 
l.ierdo was the most scholarly President 
Mexico ever had, and his adlmronts repre­ 
sented a conservative clement of far better 
education and social standing than the 
ruder democratic forces, lint he had been 
a school-master in his youth, and now 
made the mistake of endeavoring to rule 
the nation in the same pedagogical spirit— 
making a most dismal failure. One of his 
earliest errors was to issue a general am­ 
nesty, under which ail the rebels could 
com'c back and be forgiven. General Diaz, 
amnested with the rest, returned like the 
prodigal sou, from his hiding place in the 
mountains, and was cordially welcomed to 
the Capital by President Lerdo, who as­ 
sured him of the kindness and protection 
of the Government. With Lerdo the world 
had hoped for a period of peace in 
“ PATRIOT "-BIODKN MEXICO; 
But soon rebellions multiplied so rapidly— 
instigated by Diaz and bis adherents—that 
tlio distracted Government did not know 
in what direction to first send its troops. 
The year that brought to the United States 
of the North the happy one-hundredth 
anniversary of her independence, found 
the headstrong Mexican leaders rushing 
again to firms. The inspiring genius of 
the movement was Porfirio Diaz, who— 
from a place of security on the border— 
directed revolutionary operations. In the 
spring of 1876 bis “ Plan " appeared (dated 
from Palo Blanco, Stats of Tamaulipas), in 
which the President, Congress and all ex­ 
isting authorities were “ denounced." The 
only pretext for this rebellion was the no- 
second-term provision of the amended Con­ 
stitution ; for Lerdo’s bitterest enemies 
never found more serious fuult with his 
administration than the fact that he re­ 
tained the old and tried Ministers of Juarez 
in his Cabinet, while new " p itrioU ” were 
hankering tor the loaves anufishes. 
The Presidential election took place in 
July, ami every district not occupied by 
"Pirtirista” forces (as Diaz’ army was 
called) gave Lerdo an overwhelming ma­ 
jority. This popular voice was sanctioned 
by the Electoral College, and Lerdo was 
declared President by a vote of 123 to 49. 
But the scholarly Don Sebastian soon 
fonnd that he held no enviable position, 
with an empty treasury, a country swarm­ 
ing with enemies, and an active foe ad­ 
vancing upon his capital, in September of 
the same year his forces were defeated by 
the Porfiristas under Don Miguel Gonzales, 
the recent President of the republic, where­ 
upon Lerdo and his Cabinet evacuated the 
capital. Four days later General Diaz 
marched in at the head of bis troops and 
took possession ; and this is 
BOW "T H E POPULAR lU O L " BECAME PRESI­ 
DENT. 
The so-called “ constitutional arm y" was 
mainly comp >m ,1 of ignorant Indians from 
Oaxaca and Jalisco—the very offscourings 
of the population—who, to save their irrc- 
sponsibb' hea ls, could not have told for 
\vh3t principle they were fighting. Had 
Lerdo held out with half the valor Diaz 
possessed, the latter would never have bad 
the career that is now to be chronicled. 
By this time there were no less than 
three Presidents in tins funar Republic, 
each determined to rule and invoking to 
his aid the Constitution, as modeled upon 
onrs of the North ! On tbeside of law ami 
order was the legally elected Lerdo; against 
him was the arch anarchist Diaz, at the 
head of a revolutionary arm y; und opposed 
to both was Senor Don Jose Iglesias, a 
former President of the Supreme Court. 
At first the con atry people were strong on 
Lerdo’s side; but finding him unable to 
protect them from roving bands of Porjirii- 
tat. they joined the revolutionists and 
inarched oil with them to the capital. All 
the world over, and especially in-Mexico, 
it is true that “ there is nothing so success­ 
ful as success;” and soon Diaz had an 
army at command large enough to put 
down all opposition. Poor Lerdo, when 
the reaction set in among his most trusted 
adherents, turned his steps sadly toward 
the southern coast, and taking ship at 


Acapulco, found refuge in the Lnited 
States. 
, 
Before sallying forth to defeat the troop3 
of Iglesias, who had made a stand at Que- 
retaro. General Diaz named Senor Juan 
Mendez as Provisional President of the Re­ 
public and second General in command of 
the constitutional army. On his triumph­ 
ant return from this expedition, Mendez— 
according to previous agreement—issued a 
call for a Convention to choose a President, 
and of course 
THE CCT-AND-HRIED RESULT 
tS'as that Porfirio was declared "called to 
rule by tbe voice of the people!" His 
claims to the Presidency were not immedi­ 
ately recognized by the United States; and 
that be was not soon deposed and sent into 
exile after his numerous predecessors was 
due as much to a favorable combination of 
circumstances as to bis own sagacity. 
Article XXVIII. of the amended Consti­ 
tution says: “ The President shall enter 
upon his duties the 1st of December, and 
shall remain in office four years. He shall 
not be eligible for re-election for the term 
immediately succeeding, neither shall 
he occupy the Presidency for any reason 
until four years have passed without his 
exercising executive functions. ' Diaz had 
been too ardent a one-termer to so soon go 
back (Hi tbe principles by which be liad 
driven Lerdo into exile ; therefore when 
bis first four years bad expired be resigned 
the reins of government—outwardly at 
least—into the hands of General Gonzalez. 
Perhaps bis ready obedience to the law was 
not leas cheerfully rendered because great 
and profitable business enterprises were 
then on the tapis, which he could best work 
up in a private capacity; and with his 
friend antf tooi Gonzalez for a figure head 
to the ship of State, he could still remain 
de facto President, and 
BULK BY PROXY, 
So to speak. Upon Diaz’ retirement from 
the executive chair he was made Minister 
of Public Works—nut a bad position for a 
man who has railroad subsidies to secure; 
und the next year was installed Governor 
of Oaxaca, by order of the central Govern­ 
ment (notwithstanding that the people of 
each States are supposed to elect their own 
rulers), which gave him control of Mexico’s 
most important fighting forces. Meantime, 
while amassing vast estates in the south 
and proving himself a model farmer, the 
great manipulator was busy in endeavoring 
to reconcile all conllicting elements in favor 
of his re-election as soon as tbe law would 
allow. First, he effectually “ laid” any 
lingering ghost of Lerdoist sentiment that 
might shake its gory locks at him in future, 
by marrying in the midst of the enemy’s 
camp. His young and beautiful third wife 
is the daughter of Romerio Rubio, who 
was Lerdo's chief supporter ami companion 
in exile. Immediately after this alliance 
Senor Rubio was appointed President of 
the Senate, that official being empowered 
by law to call and control a new election in 
case of a va' aucy in the Presidential chair 
—a not unwise move, considering the dan- 
gerof assassination to which Mexican rulers 
are subject, and tbe fact that Gonzalez’ 
murder was more than once attempted. 
Ever since Senor Rubio became papa-in- 
law to the President he has occupied the 
most eligible position in tbe gift of the Ex­ 
ecutive, and it is definitely stated by those 
who claim to know, that plans are already 
laid by which he will be tlie President dur­ 
ing Diaz’ off term. If the wily Warwick 
can manage this be may be able to keep 
tbe office in the family for an unlimited 
period by a series of judicious alternations. 
MRS. DIAZ, 
Who is not yet 26 years old, is an extremely 
well-bred and accomplisheil lady. There 
are not a few points of similarily between 
Mrs. Cleveland and herself, and if the 
young wives of the two middle-aged rulers 
of the sister Republics were acquainted, 
they would certainly become fast friends. 
Mrs. Diaz is a devout Catholic, and that 
goes far toward placating another strong 
element in Mexico, who hope much from 
her influence on the anti-Church adminis­ 
tration. 
But President Diaz’ position ¡3 by no 
means a sinecure, nor is life for him a bed 
of roses. Although lie is personally 
friendly to the United States, the quid 
nunca say that he would welcome war with 
us as a means of increasing his own popu­ 
larity at home—for this restless nation are 
born fighters, and the history of the past 
has proven that their allegiance cannot long 
be commanded except by soldier-lieroes. 
General Diaz fully realizes that if his peo­ 
ple become aroused to tbe point of wanting 
war with theUnited States, war theae must 
be ; tor any hesitation on bis part would be 
political ruin, it not tlie signal for bis as­ 
sassination. He well knows that in the 
event of such a contlict there could be but 
one issue—defeat for tbe weaker power; 
and then, in all human probability, the 
blame of the whole transaction would be 
heaped upon bis devoted bead. But a 
“ boom ” he must have pretty soon, and 
war talk would give it to him better than 
anything else—if only be can make it all 
‘•talk.” without coming into actual contest 
with the stronger republic.

CHASING 
THE 
FLEET • FOOTED 
OVER ALASKAN SNOWS. 


A R ecord T hey W on’t T alk A bout.— 
Edward McPherson, the veteran compiler 
of political statistics, thinks tbe Democratic 
leaders are discouraged, and will enter the 
fall campaign without knowing what to 
talk about.

The Democratic leaders have accused the 
Republicans of wastefulness, and yet here 
s a Democratic House with a Democratic 
President appropriating nearly $50,000,000 
more this year than last." 


T h e Ego D a n c e at B a b o d a.—A dance 
infinitely more graceful and interesting 
than that executed by tbe Nautch girls is 
tbe egg dance. The dancing girls, dressed 
in the ordinary costume of the women of 
the people—a toilice anti a very short sarri 
—carries on her head a wicker wheel, 
placed perfectly horizontal. Round this 
wheel threads are attached at equal dis­ 
tances, which are provided at their extrem­ 
ities with a slip-knot, kept open by means 
of a glass bead. The dancing girl advances 
towards the spectators, holding a basket 
filled with eggs, and, to tlie measure of a 
monotonous and jerky strain of music be­ 
gins turning herself around with great ra­ 
pidity. Then, seizing an egg, she inserts it 
in one of the slip-knots. By means of cen­ 
trifugal action, the thread holding the egg 
is tightened and placed in a straight line 
with the corresponding spoke of the wheel. 
One after the other the eggs are thrown 
into slip-knots and form a horizontal au­ 
reola around the head of the dancing girl. 
At this point the dance becomes more and 
more rapid, and tbe least false step, the 
slightest stoppage, would smash the eggs 
one against another. The eggs are then 
withdrawn one by one in the same manner 
i-n which they have been fixed, and this 
second operation is tlie most delicate of the 
two.—[Baroda Cor. London Queen.

The following extracts from a letter writ­ 
ten by J. W. Johnson, who is connected 
with the Signal Service in Alaska, to his 
father, A. M. Johnson, who resides at 
Rockford, 111., will be found interesting : 
Ncsiiagak (Alaska), April 7th.—Spring 
has commenced to appear, though tbe 
country is still covered with a heavy coat 
of snow. I was informed this morning 
that a ship bad been seen down the sea- 
coast. The islands and the upper part of 
the river are covered with ice, though I 
expect a few good warm days will raise the 
Ice and carry it out to sea. 'Perhaps a little 
moose or reindeer hunting would interest 
you. I will tell you about a trip with a 
Russian, from which 1 returned a few days 
since. The Russian started the day before 
I did, and fished up the river some twenty 
miles for small fish found there—a kind of 
smelt. The next morning I overtook him, 
and we started over the tnndra, or level 
and rolling country. We had not gone far 
—some two or three miles—before we 
sighted something far out on the tundra. 
Alter a few minutes’ watching it proved 
to be 
A HE11D OF REINDEER, 
And they seemed to have seen us about 
the same time, for they made off over the 
country. So Paul, for that is his name, a 
youngfellow about my age, and I started 
for the deer on snowshoes, with our Win­ 
chester repeating rilles containing twelve 
or fourteen cartridges in the chambers. We 
traveled for over two bonrs, and at last 
got sight of them. We found they had 
been running in a circle quite around us. 
We soon started afresh after them. They 
ran off two miles or more, and we headed 
for the sleigh. We found the deer were 
going the same way we were, and so we 
thought we would wait for the sleigh to 
come up. We had gone down into a little 
gully, and by the time we got out on the 
level again the deer liad come back to us, 
and were within a third of a mile of us. 
As Paul and I were separated some thou- 
saml yards and the deer were so near, we 
thought our chances favorable for shooting 
some of them, lie went one way and 1 
the other. I tried hard to get near them, 
but could not—only falling heels over head 
in trying to creep with my snowshoes on. 
Just then the deer separated—three going 
towards Paul and seven toward me, or 
rather passing before me, though at about 
800-yards range. They began to run, lor 
Paul had commenced to shoot. They 
passed within 100 yards of him, though he 
never hit one. I had better luck. I saw 
could get no nearer, so after I tell I 
conclu »ed I would sit where I was and 
shoot. I raised the ritlc sight to 900 yards 
and fired low, 
k il l in g o n e t h e f ir st sh o t. 
He ran 150 feet and fell dead, shot 
through the small of the back. 1 fired 
some two or three times more, but did not 
stop any more of them, though I am confi­ 
dent I liit another, as one lagged behind. 
Paul picked up a bullet in the snow. It 
passed through tbe deer without touching 
a bone, and is not defaced in tbe least. 
That night wc slept in a deserted sod house, 
whose tenants had tlown. It was just the 
thing, for it was dry and comfortable, and 
had a cook stove and two couches to sleep 
on. Snow set in, and it snowed all night. 
I toid Paul to have tbe Esquimaux take 
the bait for foxes and set them back in tlie 
woods, so that the dogs would not be likely 
to get any of them, as I used strychnine on 
the bait. This precaution was without 
avail, for one dog soon came back ami 
keeled over in front of the door. The next 
morning the Esquimaux brought in a fox 
and at night one more dog—pretty good 
luck so far". Tlie first dog was a magnifi­ 
cent specimen, in fact the finest I ever saw, 
exactly like a wolf. We stayed at this 
house for three days, as rain set in on the 
second day and it looked as though we 
were going to have a soft spell, but it grew 
colder during the niglit. In the morning 
we set out. I was on Paul’s sleigh with 
him. The morning was cloudy, but in tbe 
afternoon it cleared up, and while on tbe 
way up the river we 
RAN ACROSS A MOOSE TRACK. 
It was about time to stop and feed. We 
soon made a fire and had tea, and were 
ready for the moose chase. The track was 
an old one, but that made not the least dif­ 
ference as long a3 we could follow it. We 
followed it for half an hour, and it just 
happened that where the winds had not 
sifted tlie snow we saw the track of snow- 
shoes. Of course that was enough. Esqui­ 
maux up the river had been alter him. So 
we went back and ran across another lead­ 
ing back to tbe woods. After losing and 
finding tbe track a good many times, at 
last we found it in the woods, and then it 
ran over hills covered with spruce and 
through ravine3, the most zigzag course an 
animal could take. It scrubbed alongside 
of trees and between cveryting it could in 
order to elude us und hide from man or 
beast, it was quite a job to follow it, as 
the dogs and sleigh were along. We fol­ 
lowed it, however, ail that day, but the 
track grew bnt little fresher. Wo camped 
that night. Tbe day bad been beautiful, 
bright and sunshiny. We passed through 
several beautiful groves of spruce just like 
parks. It reminded me of the Golden Gate 
Park at San Francisco. That night we sat 
round the camp-fire talkingover the events 
of the day and of what the morrow would 
bring forth. The first thing in tbe morn­ 
ing Was breakfast—rein Jeer steak and 
toasted bread with tea. That over, camp 
was broken and we were oil. The day 
promising to be fine, we traveled over hills 
and hollows, through dense woods, going 
down hills at break-neck speed, and some­ 
times the dogs could not keep from being 
run over by the sleiglis. At last 
THE MOOSE STARTED OCT 
On the tundra, as his track plainly showed. 
After following it a few hundred yards we 
discovered where another had met it and 
turned back into the woods again. That 
was more encouraging. After following 
the track fur a half mile or so we came to 
where they hail stopped to browse on tbe 
trees, and they seemed to think nobody 
would be likely to disturb them. The 
tracks were very distinct, though not very 
fresh. The snow was about three feet 
deep, and we were quite certain they would 
not move far. We unloosed fonr of the 
best dogs, told two of the Esquimaux to 
stay by tlie sleighs, and took the third,who 
was the oldest, with us. He had a single­ 
barrel shotgun. We bad been gone some 
ball hour, and Paul and I bad got separated 
a hundred yards or so, when all at once I 
saw thedogs throw up their beads and run. 
1 knew well what was in the wind, and 
started on a run. but one cannot run very 
fa>t with snowshoes on in the woods. I 
beard the dogs bark and knew they had 
come upon the moose, but could not see 
them. Paul was quite close to the animals, 
and pretty soon 1 saw the big fellows tear­ 
ing through the woods, paying no attention 
to wbat was in their way.

Old Conveyances. 
The first mail-coach was started in 1784, 
and in 1844 there was not a single mail 
running by road out of London. In fact, 
the coaching system, like those of clipper 
ships and wet-plate photography, was 
brought to perfection only to go down al­ 
most immediately before tlie introduction 
of superior method. The mails kept won­ 
derful time; so exact were they that peo­ 
ple usetl to time tht-ir watches by them. A 
few oí the time bills of tiie mails, with 
their stoppages, arc given. The Bristol, the 
Davenport, and the Holyhead were the 
fastest mails out of London, the last named 
doing 259i miles in 26 hours and 55 min­ 
utes; an average pace of a little under 
ten miles an hour, including stoppages. 
But the wear and tear of horseflesh to 
keep up this pace in all weathers 
and against bad states of road, must have 
been fearfui, and it is no wonder that the 
postoffice often bud great difficulty in 
petting their contracts taken up. 
Mr. 
Horne considered that the pace was 
too great, as the mails constantly drove 
over people and killed them. 
Indeed, 
accidents of all kinds were common; the 
“Beaufort Hunt" was upset twice within a 
fortnight. These accidents often arose from 
what Mr. Harris charitably calls “ the in­ 
discretions of the coachman;” but what­ 
ever their cause, tbey were frequently 
lamentable and severe. Une of the old­ 
est coach proprietors made it a maxim 
never to employ a coachman who had not 
had an upset, for tlie reaaon that with­ 
out such an experience he would not know 
how to get a coach up again. There can 
be no doubt that there was a great deal of 
reckless driving and racing. 
Catastro­ 
phes 
also 
happened 
through 
pet­ 
ting off the road in a log, and 
from collisions, and, in addition to these 
causes, a thoroughly fractious or vicious 
horse might prove an equal source of 
danger. Mr. Harris enlarges on the sub­ 
jects of coachmen, guards, and accidents 
in as many entertaining chapters, and he 
neatly tapers off liis subject by a disserta­ 
tion on the early days of railways. Coach­ 
ing left its mark on the railways in several 
respects. The distance between the rails 
on tbe narrow gauge of railways is the 
same as the width between tbe wheels of 
the old mail-c»'aches, viz : 4 feet 81 inch 's. 
Even in the present day carriages may be 
seen on some of our lines painted to re­ 
semble three coach bodies placed end to 
end, which seems to have been the original 
idea in tlie construction of railway car­ 
riages, though it has probably never oc­ 
curred to one traveler in ten thousand, ob­ 
vious a3 the imitation is. Many cf the old 
ji iil-coach guards passed into the service 
of the railways, and not a few “ down- 
the-road ” men did the same thing.—The 
Spectator.

madness lies.” What would be thought of 
a surgeon who, after operating upon a 
patient for cataract, say, to restore the 
sight, should expose his patient to the 
glare of the sun ?

Proclamation. 


State o r Ca lifo rnia, 
Executive Lepaktment 
Sacramento, July 31,1386. 


WHEREAS, TEE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed tbe following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Lleven of Article 
Thirteen, oí the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section!. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is nereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing cropp, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
asseshed and taxed as a part of the realty ; and, 
* furtJur, that railroads shall be taxed as 
ro- 
____________tempt ion from taxation of ships 
and vessels ownea and registered or enrolled in 
this State, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their grossor net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents *f this títaie. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Bsc. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
Dy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
fiist Monday in March. 
S ec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided. Bhall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, iu the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the (State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first dav of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes npon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, itations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon tLe 
share.s of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages. deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
endine 011 the thirty-iirst day ot December bust 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first dav of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the grow an­ 
nual earuings thereof shall he ascertained aud 
determined by taking; 
First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year la*-t preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Scrond—The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State aud partly without this .'Ttate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportiouiug such earuings 
between this State ana other Stages or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used iu making such earniugs, bears to**h© 
whole number of miles thereof, by the nse of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gro«« earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpose or this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this Btate, 
all railroads operated as one system shall l»e 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General fund of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said rairoad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall he treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to nay the 
tax herein provided, when the same snail tie- 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the I ogislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, ami may 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors, of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, tbe same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroad*», as far aa they are situated 
withiu the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Pec. 11. Income taxes may be oasetmed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
manner a$ shall be prescribed by law. h-o Court 
within this State Mhail have power, by injunc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
driay tbe collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law. except upon a showing that the 
fame property has been taxed mor* than once 
for the mme purpose in the same rear, and then 
only upon payment to the Tax Collector, orintc 
Court, of a sum equal to the amount of one ol 
the taxes so laid npon the property In question; 


provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained ag 
; r io recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced withiu thirty davs after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It snail bo 
the duty of the Courts io which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of ail other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes ho paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer «is the Legislature may designate, nntD 
such actions shall have been fin.uly decided. 
SCHEDULE. 
Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore maile or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ae- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws in f ree at the adop' ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be ui>on the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, is not affected by LUh amendment. 


Now, T h e r e f o r e, pursuant to the provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled “ An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors for their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. D. 1883,” the said amendment is 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by *"o 
qualified electors cf tbe3:ateon 
Tuesday, November 2,1886. 


The amendment is designated “ Amendment 
Number One,” and tbe b a llo ts used at such 
election must contain the words, M FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number Ore,” and the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 
And I do hereby offer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of any and 
every person violating any of the provisions ol 
Title IV., Part 1, of the Penal Code, such rewards 
to be paid until the total amount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of ten 
thousand dollars.

EARTHQUAKES. 


An A rticle "Written Ju st ltefore Ihe He- 
cent D isturbances. 
Tlie following appeared as an editorial in 
Ike New Orleans Stales immediately prior 
11 the recent earthquakes at Charleston 
and throughout the East: 
The earliest records of history tell us of 
the frequent occurrence of earthquakes and 
volcanic upheavals in the three prominent 
peninsulas of soathern Europe. Both the 
Father of History and other Greek writers 
are continually giving the details of seismic 
throes that have prostrated villages in 
Greece, and sent the inhabitants forth in 
white-lipped terror to seek the shelter ot 
the open plains. 
Homan authors are no 
less instant and copious in their recitáis of 
the disasters that have whelmed whole 
cities and territories of the Italian penin­ 
sula, leaving where once they flourished 
but tire beds of lakes or unsightly mounds 
of ashes and scoria1. 
Precisely the same also was the experi­ 
ence of Spain and Portugal, that third 
peninsula that looks as if it were yearniug 
to say "adios” to the sterner climate of 
northern Europe and to bury itself amid 
the blue skies and baliuy galesof a sunnier 
southland. All three peninsulas have suf­ 
fered fearfully from seismic calamities, not 
only iu ancient but in modern times. Some­ 
where about the year 1735, if we reinember 
aright, the city ot Lisbon, in the Iberian 
peninsula, met with a fate more fearful ai- 
most than that experienced by any other 
habitation of man, not excepting that trio 
of renowned Roman towns, Pompeii, Her­ 
culaneum and Stabile, that were burned 
under the eructad ashes of grimy Vesuvius. 
In that year, an earthquake, fiercer and 
more ravenous than any recorded in his­ 
tory, visited the stately city on the Tagus; 
and in three hours’ time one quarter of the 
city was level with the ground, and over 
GO.OUO of its inhabitants 
had perished, 
killed amid toppling walls or engulfed iu 
fissures and chasms that opened wide in 
the earth and sucked them down in the 
abysses. 
A few years later it was the turn of the 
Italian peninsula. 
Seismic convulsions 
were continual for a few weeks in the dis­ 
trict of Calabria, and their casual attacks 
culminated in a ¡nighty earthquake that 
carried over to the majority in two hours 
a populace that numbered over 4U.0UO. 
These two are the most destructive to hu­ 
man life of all seismic disturbances re­ 
corded in history. 
Now, again, as if the three peninsulas 
had a tacit arrangement between them to 
keep the tiling going on in handsome ro­ 
tation, the Greek peninsula comes to the 
front with an earthquake not so fatal to 
life, but still terribly fatal. 
in the telegraphic dispatches of the 
States yesterday afternoon our readers were 
informed that the Morca, wiiieh is the 
southernmost region of the mainland of 
Greece, was the scene yesterday of one of 
those fearful visitations, entailing a loss of 
at least 300 lives. There were two towns 
allied in this destruction, Philiatra and 
Pyrgos, botli on the west coast of the .Mo­ 
rca. 
In Pyrgos not a house is left stand­ 
ing, while Philiatra is almost swept away, 
swallowed up in convulsions of the earth. 
The shocks were experienced over the 
whote of Greece with a greater or less de­ 
gree of violence, and the motion was felt 
distinctly westward, in the island of Zante, 
where many houses were shaken, and 
more faintly in southern towns of Italv. 
It is within our power to congratulate 
ourselves, as we hear of these terrible cata­ 
clysms in foreign parts, on the immunity 
from such dreadful visitations which we 
enjoy in our bafer southwestern homes.

T h e L o n g -L o st G uIIrtlglit I.o d e R e p o r te d 
D iscovered. 
The Los Angeles Herald contains the 
following account of the return of the party 
who left that place some four weeks since 
in search of the famous Goulder piacers 
and the long-lost Gnnsight lode: 
In firm, brave faith, about a month ago a 
party left 
1a >s Angeles to search for the 
golden glory of the Pacific slope. 
It con­ 
sisted of A. F. Jndson, A. D. Spring and 
Barney Carter. They went by teau- via 
Cajon Pass down the Mojave, over the 
Mojave desert in a northeasterly direction 
from Barstow, passing by Black's rancho, 
and south of Panamiut around the foot ot 
the Amargosa mountains into that caldron 
of fire. Death Valley, under tiie fervent 
heat of an August sun. 
Their object was 
to follow as nearly as possible the supposed 
trail that the lamented Goulder followed 
when he discovered the- vast placers of 
gold and gathered it like the gleaning of a 
field of ripened grain. 
Into the dazzling white plain they went, 
the burning sand scorching their sore and 
swollen feet, and through the green gog­ 
gles over their eyes the reflected blazing 
light nearly ruined the sight of tiieir weak­ 
ened eyeballs. 
To add to the horrors of the scene, the 
bones of emigrants and prospectors, mules, 
burros anti oxen lay on lire plain where 
the possessors of these skeletons died from 
thirst, heat or starvation. 
The party followed the north star toward 
the land of their hopes. 
Occasionally a 
great vulture sailed above them waiting to 
see when one of the party would perish to 
furnish him a coveted meal, 
iu the back­ 
ground the barren mountain clitT-*,where no 
blade of grass ever grew to gladden the eye, 
afforded no relief, while tho heat was terri­ 
ble, and beyond Ihe waste of shining sand 
and 
fantastic 
forms 
of rugged rocks 
hounded the horizon and seemed to sink 
into the ocean of a deep-blue sky. Alter 
passing out of the north end of the valley 
they entered the east range of the Amar­ 
gosa mountains, llere they became be­ 
wildered and utterly lost. The water bar­ 
réis became dry, and shrunk and feil to 
pieces, while the wagons shrunk and fell 
apart.

They 
drank of it, but it only increased their suf­ 
fering. They poured it into the animals' 
mouths, but the animals threw it out. 
At last, more dead than alive, they 
reached the mountains, where they found 
some timber and also some buncli grass for 
their horses and a spring of water. 
Pros­ 
pecting was wearily and unsuccessfully car­ 
ried on until one day, when digging for 
water, they shoveled 
out 
gravel 
that 
abounded in coarse gold, in chunks of the 
value of a dollar and five dollars apiece. 
They then knew they had found the great 
placer that Goulder discovered long years 
ago. They staked out a claim and gathered 
some of the precious metal. It then seemed 
certain that they were near the famous 
Gunsight ledges, and after long and tire­ 
some searches they were rewarded with 
finding ledges of gold-beating rock, silver 
ore, galena and copper. These ledgts they 
loeated and secured a large numbtr of 
specimens. 
They began their long and weary journey 
towards Los Angeles, some two hundred 
miles distant, where they arrived veste: day, 
soiled, ragged, bruised, sore, tired, with 
weakened eyesight and wasted strength. 
As soon as tbev had obtained refreshment 
they sent for a llerald reporter, to whom 
they showed their rich specimens and told 
their romantic tale of suffering and success. 
Johnson and Spring are in fair preserva­ 
tion, but Barney Carter was badly used up, 
and was not abfe to receive company. 
To-day preparations for opening the 
plaeeres’and using dry washers will begin, 
and men. teams and tools will be engaged 
to open the ledges. Steel wheels will be 
made for the wagons, and galvanized iron 
barrels will be made to hold water. Noth­ 
ing but steel or iron seems to be able to 
withstand the climate of the great, burning 
Death Valley. 
By the time these prepara­ 
tions are completed it is likely the heat will 
greatly moderate. 
The reluming party 
will go from Los Angeles to a point near 
Tebachapi by rail and then by teams to the 
land of gold. 
It is likely that about three 
weeks will elapse before the expedition will 
get under way. 
In the meantime the dis­ 
coverers are jubilant at the thought that 
they have found the Gunsight mine and 
the’Goulder piacers. _

M aking Cane S yb u f.—One o f the latest 
experimenta on the Rancho Chico Is that 


of the raising of sugar cane and the manu­ 
facture of syrup. 
Last year a small crop of 
the cane was planted, but did not thrive. 
Another crop of thirty acrrs was then put 
out, on the land just below the hee ranch, 
about live miles trom town. This land is 
overflowed in the winter time, and the soil 
is light and sandy. Here the cane has 
grown well, and from the thirty-acre patch 
it is expected that 5 000 galloiis oí syrup 
will be obtained. The cane is a Northern 
variety, different 
from 
the 
Louisiana 
growth, and is known as ilie Early Amber. 
The work of making syrup was begun on 
September 1st and is now in progress. 
We 
were shown a sample of the product this 
morning. 
It is of an amber color, clear 
and smooth, and lias a mild, soft liavorthat 
is very pleasant. Gallon cans to hold the 
syrup are now being made at the cannery, 
in which the product will be put oil the 
market as an experiment, 
it ougbt to give 
satisfaction, for it is a first-class article.— 
Chico Enterprise. 


THE WEEKLY UNION. 


A S tr a n g e D iscovury.—W. 15. Slaughter, 
the well-known 
rancher, recently con­ 
cluded to sink for water on the site of an 
old ruined pueblo near ibe American val­ 
ley. At eight feet lie struck solid rock, 
which he caused to be blasted. 
It proved 
to be a large bowlder. Beneath this he 
found masonry, and when this was pierced 
a cavity was discovered. 
Upon examina­ 
tion it was found that the workmen bad 
penetrated through ail arch of stone, sup­ 
ported by heavy masoniy and large pine 
timbers. When the debris was cleared 
away a large volume of pure water was dis­ 
closed, sufficient to supply a great number 
ot cattle. Among the discoveries made 
were stone-axes and hammers, flint-knives, 
arrow-heads and quantities of pottery in 
fragments. 
Human remains also were 
brought to the surface, including two skulls 
in an excellent state of preservation.—So­ 
corro (.V. M.) Bullion.

reform philologists as “ reasons” for the 
inconsistencies of the English language, 
has the courage to admit, in the Current, 
thal out method of spelling is a miserably 
intricate and uurca-onable system.

If butter goes up 
as oleom argarine concoctions are to be 
taxed, then it proves a lack of supply of 
good butter, and th at is a stim ulant to the 
increase of the dairy interest. 
To foster 
oleom argarine m anufacture belittles the 
dairy business, mid removes just that much 
from the values of land used for the rais­ 
ing of cuttle. 
W e increase the price of 
raisins and of wool to protect home inter­ 
ests more contribtitive t > tlic general home 
welfare and p r p erity than importing 
interests 
can 
be. 
B ut 
the 
esse 
in 
hand 
involves 
the 
conserva­ 
tion 
of 
the 
wholesomeness of 
food, 
into which enter- all the reasons for the 
hetlen : w,t of the physical being cf the 
people. 
For our part, we would he willing 
to see such a tax laid tijxni the ‘'sp u ri­ 
o u s'’ of all things as would crowd it out 
wholly, though the effect m ight be to rad­ 
ically augment (lie apparent price of the 
“ genuine."

generally, the intrinsic worth ascertained 
by the judgm ent, of the taste and the 
stomach for a prim e as opposed to a lower 
grade product. 
But, returning to the 
original question, w hich does the Curren! 
prefer, tl 
nserv : ion o f an industry 
that engages t va.at num ber of workers on 
many farm tracts, th e building of m any 
homes, supporting tens of thousands in the 
product of the genuine, or the elim ination 
of all these, th at a single factory may run, 
employ¡ng a few hundreds in the m anu­ 
facture of the spurious ? 


THEATRICAL I’ASSES. 


The theatrical managers in Chicago 
have abolished the free pass system for the 
pres--, and they are right. 
But thevniight 
have been' less rude in m aking the an­ 
nouncement. 
T here was no need to have 
I da zoned the fact in advertisements or on 
posters. 
We therefore have a grain of 
sym pathy for the Chicago press, which is 
dem onstratively vexed over the m atter. 
B ut the pass system is had, especially in a 
great city, 
it is bad because it is subject 
to such abuse, and because it cripples news­ 
papers very often. 
T he m anager who 
giver “ free passes" to papers feels as if lie 
had a claim for special consideration, 
wholly neglectful and forgetful of tbe fact 
th at lie gets ten times value received in 
the free publicity the paper gives his 
house. 
T his claim is constantly pressed 
bv managers, in one way or another, and 
always to the embarrassment of the news­ 
paper man. We do not for an instant take 
any account of the silly theory that the 
critic who goes to an entertainm ent on a 
pass is thereby incapacitated from honest 
judgm ent. 
T hat is wholly untrue in fact, 
as any conscientious w riter knows. 
The 
evil of the pass system lies chiefly in the 
fact th at it is an unequal bargain, that it 
taxe-.the paper doubly what it owes the 
theater for all the news it gets out of the 
theatrical world, and in the fact th at it is 
eo difficult to lim it it to the person de­ 
puted to criticise. 
The pass system, there­ 
fore, to theaters, for the office of a newspa­ 
per is a constant source of annoyance. 
It 
m ight, we think, be properly lim ited to 
the reporter appointed to gather theatrical 
news. 
H e ought to have free access, be­ 
cause it is to tlie m utual lienefit of pub­ 
lisher and of manager. 
In New York, 
however, 
tiie 
pass 
system 
i.s 
not 
known even to this extent. 
In ( iii- 
ea.r >, :ts in San Francisco,the “ dead head” 
stem has been carried to a wild extreme, 
and became an intolerable bore. 
The 
managers resolved to abolish it. but they 
did it like a parcel of bulls, 
if they had 
sim ply informed tiie papers affected there 
would have l een no trouble. 
On the con­ 
trary they paraded it on bilt-boards as a 
virtue, when in fact tint managers, and 
they alone, were, a 
they are everywhere, 
responsible for tli" “ dead-heading." T in y 
originated th e system air! h a re kept it up. 
The newspajsws are not chargeable w ith 
having fostered it. 
It is wholly unlikely 
th at the managers can name a solitary 
reputable journal in Chicago th at ever 
asked them to admit on its account all 
hands and the cook, from the press-room 
to the composing-room, and from the re- 
portorial departm ent to the friends of the 
sons and daughters of the publisher. 
Yet 
to these extremes has the svstem grown.

Vakdf.ver's H istory.—Tbe life of Gen. 
W m . Vandever, Republican nom inee for 
Congress from tbe Sixth District, lias been 
an honorable and eventful one. H e was 
born in Baltimore in 1817, bnt was brought 
up in Philadelphia. In 1839 lie removed 
to Rock Island. III., and in 1831 to Du­ 
buque. ia. H e was sent to Congress in 
ISOs, and again in 1SG0. H e entered the 
w ar w ith the N inth Iowa Infantry, and was 
made a Brigadier-General for meritorious 
service at lYa Ridge in 1802. H e was with 
Grant and Sherm an all through the Vicks­ 
burg campaign. 
In 1803 he was with 
Batiks in Texas for a short time, and was 
thence transferred to Nashville. Starling 
w ith Sherm an on the march to the sea, he 
was sent north with Logan on special serv­ 
ice, and rejoined the arm y at Savannah in 
January, 1800. being assigned to a com­ 
mand in the Fourteenth A rm y Corps, com­ 
m anding part of the tim e a corps and part 
o fa division. His last action in the war 
was at Bentonvilie. N. 
M arch 19.1805. 
He was mustered out in October, 1S05. He 
passed through the war unhurt, though lie 
Lad three horses shot under him . 
In 1873 
be was appointed by Grant to be Inspector 
of Indian Affairs—a position which he held 
for five years. It has been an honorable 
record. 


U n it e d S t a t e s C e n s u s i n 1000.—Francis 
A. W alker, who bad full charge of tbe 
census of 1830, arrived with his wife from 
Boston to-day, having just completed a 
tour abroad. 
Mr. W alker resigned his 
position in 1881 as Superintendent of tbe 
Census Office, buf, owing to the death of 
bis successor. Colonel Seaton, lias several 
times assisted in keeping the great work 
from getting into a tangle. To a Post re­ 
porter he stated to-day that he estimated 
that the population in the Cnited States in 
1900 would not fall short of 80,000.000. In 
reply to a question as to w hether it would 
not ¡>e necessary at the next census to con­ 
dense the statistics in order that they m ight 
be given to the public inside of twenty 
years, h e said that m atter lay entirely with 
Congress, which could order the census so 
taken that it would fill five or twenty vol­ 
umes. H e says the present delay in issu­ 
ing the returns was caused by the death of 
the head of the departm ent, ar.d that the 
cost of collecting and compiling the census, 
aside from the expense of publication, was 
over $4,500,000.—.8. F. Post.

W a t e r m e l o n s a n d O n i o n s .—P. L. Byers, 
of Santa Paula, has sold $110 worth of 
watermelons from half an acres of ground 
this season, and has plenty m ore left. One 
vine of a new variety produced by hintself, 
which he proposes to list on the scroll of 
fame as Byers' Hybrid, contained but five 
melons, but their aggregate weight when 
ripened will exceed 250 ponnds. Three of 
them have already passed through 
the 
hands of the weigher, and registered re­ 
spectively 50. 49 and 52 pounds. A half­ 
acre in ohlons will yield about $200 worth 
of that vegetable, and from the five-acre lot 
Mr. Byers expects, and reasonably, to real­ 
ize $150 an aere iorthis season's work. This 
is skillful farming, certainly. — Ventura 
Democrat.

The opp irti n tv was seized by 
A bernethy for giving a clinical lecture, 
every point of which was illustrated by Pat's 
em phatic “ Thrue. ver H o n n o r: d iw il a 
lie in it." Every reference to the leg brought 
out the member with a flourish front 
under the bedclothes; aDd the whole 
affair was most comical. But while every­ 
body was laughing at the Irishm an on llis 
knees before the great surgeon, A bernethy 
was composed. 
Bending down over the 
man, he said with great earnestness: 
“ I 
am glad your leg is doing well, hut never 
kneel, except to your M aker." 
As so often 
happens, A bernethy preached better than 
he practiced; that is to say, he did not al­ 
ways adopt tiie good advice he gave to bis 
patients.

N ew m ark et in C h arles I t 's T im e. 
Charles II. was more of a sportsm an than 
his father, and in his days Newm arket be­ 
came the metropolis of every sort of amuse­ 
ment, front “ cocking" to’racing. Pepys 
m entions his leaving W hitehall for New­ 
m arket at 3 o'clock one m orning and get­ 
ting “ overset” in Holborn—“ all dirty but 
no hurt." Charles II. took great interest in 
tiie building of his “ hunting palace" at 
Newmarket, and when the architect. .Sir 
Christopher W ren, answered his objection 
th at the rooms were too low by stretching 
his nock in order to contem plate their lofti­ 
ness the King crouched beside the little 
man until -their heads were on a level and 
said, “ Aye, Sir Christopher, I think they 
are high enough.” 
This lively King not 
only encouraged racing, but rode races him ­ 
self. In the Journal of Thom as Isltam, of 
Pytchlev, there is a statem ent that a certain 
Mr. Bnllivant “ dicit Regan apud Xmmn 
Mcrrahtm bis stadium currisse,” in one oí 
which races the Duke of Albemarle’s horse 
fell under him and broke his neck. Acci­ 
dents in fiat races do not seem to have been 
uncommon in the seventeenth century, lor 
in the Domesiick Intelligence of October 13 
and 17, 1682, it is recorded that at New­ 
m arket “ during the Matches several Men 
and Horses were rid over, and one or two 
had their Necks broken. Colonel Aston 
and Sir Rob, Gcere came in so furiously 
that both men and horses were overturned : 
the Colonel for some tim e lay in a m anner 
dead on the Spot, and Sir Robert had his 
shoulder sp lit; hut they being both im m e­ 
diately let Blood, are since pretty well." 
Pedestrian races were popular at Newmar­ 
ket in the reign of Charles 11. An old let­ 
ter mentions a w alking match against time 
(five miles in the hour) m ade by Lord Dig- 
hy. when " h e had the honour of Good 
company, the King and all his nobles to 
see him do it stark naked and barefoot." 
H ighway robberies were very common oc- 
currencts on Newmarket H eath in the 
days ot tl;e Merry Monarch. The Domes 
tirk Intelligence speaks of three having 
taken place in the course of luttr hours, 
near the Devil's Ditch, when the highw ay­ 
men liad the impudence to tij> the coach­ 
m en half u crown apiece “ to drink their 
healths’ with. 
The same periodical m en­ 
tions some other highway robberies in 
which blood was shed and life lost. Gen­ 
tlemen riding on the heath, too. were some­ 
times attacked ami robbed. 
Ia 1082 “ a 
coach was rubbed of 400 pounds which a 
gentleman was bringing hetherto bet upon 
a race.”— The Saturday Reciew.

DINAMITE PROJECTILES. 
L. L. LEWIS & CO. 


A u In te re stin g In terv iew w ith L ieu ten ­ 
a n t G raydon, th e In v en to r. 
[8an Francisco Post, September 9th. 1 
The recent dynam ite projectile experi­ 
m ents that have been conducted by Lieu­ 
tenant Graydon at Fort Point hare created 
a great sensation am ong m ilitary m en, and 
already the European Governments realize 
that the present system of warfare will soon 
undergo a complete revolution. The enor­ 
m ous explosive power of dynam ite has al­ 
ways been recognized, and ever since its 
discovery m ilitary m en on both continents 
have busied themselves in trying to solve 
the problem of tiring shells loaded with 
dynam ite, hut until quite recently their 
efforts Lave been fruitless. 
Lieutenant 
Graydon, whose wonderful invention lias 
recently been leste», was seen by a Post 
representative yesterday, and gave the fol­ 
lowing account of Iris explosive sh e ll: 
“ My experience with dynam ite dates 
from the tim e of the recent Franco-C.'hinese 
war, when I was in the employ of the Chi­ 
nese Government. A t that tim e 1 contrived 
and operated a dynam ite loaded torpedo 
that proved so effectual in keeping the 
French fleets out of the Canton river that 
I was complimented by the Chinese Gov­ 
ernm ent for my new invention and thanked 
for the service I had rendered it. 


H E HAS AN IDEA. 
“ Soou after I conceived the idea that a 
shell loaded with dynam ite could be safely 
fired from the style of gun now in use end 
I set about to perfect m y plans. From the 
first 1 have kept the modus operand! ot the 
affair an entire secret and have taken no 
one into m v confidence. 
I have not even 
sketched a diagram on paper, but have kept 
all the details in m y head. 
My first ex­ 
perim ents were m ade at Temescal w ith an 
inch and a quarter gun o f m y own con­ 
struction, and were so successful, and 1 
was so confident of my ability to lire dyna­ 
m ite with safety, that I next projected it 
from a shoulder ritie. T his was near the 
Giant Powder W orks at West Berkeley. 
The next experim ents were w ith a ihres- 
inch ritle at the Presidio, and during the 
last two weeks I have fired fifty-eight shots 
front a four-and-one-half-inch ltodm an gun, 
with a twenty-five pound shell, loaded with 
sixteen ounces o. dynam ite and three and 
one-ha'.f pounds of ordinary black powder. 
In all my experiments with tins dangerous 
compound, 1 have never had an accident, 
and I am sure th at 1 never will have, for I 
have the firing of it under perfect control." 
“ W hat destruction is a shell filed from 
a four-and-one-half-inch gun capable of 
doing?” 
“ It' a shell »f that size should strike the 
Palace Hotel, it would be blown to atoms, 
and if one sbuuld fall within the ir.rl j.-.ure 
of the fort at Fort Point, it would be 
so wrecked as to be unfit for duty. 


a very met LOAD. 
“ An eighty-ton gun tires a shot weighing 
about 2,200 pounds, and as a shell that size 
would safety carry between 300 and 400 
pounds of dynam ite, it is needless to say 
that no siripi can ever be built to w ith­ 
stand the shock of its explosion. W ith my 
appliance, an eight-incu converted rifled 
gun will sink any man-of-war now afloat, 
and It would be just e-; demoralizing to 
coast fortifications. A soli'! shot fired front 
one of the finest guns in the English serv­ 
ice will pierce a wail composed of 22 inches 
of solid iron or Is inches of steel, backed 
by three feet of oak tim ber that is held in 
position by n ine inches o f m etal. T hat 
¡¡takes a wall over five feet in thickness. If 
a dynam ite projectile should strike that 
barrier it would be about as effective as a 
board fence. 
In fact an arm or that would 
withstand a dynam ite shell would be im ­ 
practicable." 
“ Then the tt-o of war-ships would be 
dispensed w ith altogether .'" ’ 
“ Not exactly that, bnt the Invention will 
do away w ith the use of the cumbrous 
men-of-war now owned by alm ost every 
nation, and will restrict tbe service to the 
cruisers only. 
Dynamite m ultiplies the 
destructive force of a shell about eighteen 
times. 
That is, it is eighteen times more 
destructive when in motion than at rest. 
A 100-ton gun can be tired accurately for a 
distance of eleven miles, ami in event of 
war w ith any foreign power whose vessels 
were arm ed with dynam ite projectiles, the 
ship could lie ten miles at sea, far out of 
reach of the guns of Fort Point, and drop 
shells into the city, each of which would 
destroy an area of not less than a square 
niilci 
AN OFFF.R FROM FRANCE. 
“ This m orning I received a cablegram 
frotu the French Government, asking my 
term s for selling the exclusive right of the 
invention to it. but I can assure you they 
cannot buy it. 
As soon as I obtain the 
patent from W ashington I expect to go to 
Europe, where I will take out letters 
patent in every country. 
It m ay seem im ­ 
proper for me to say it, but I feel confident 
that my invention will revolutionize m od­ 
ern warfare w ithin a few years." 
Lieutenant Graydon has been in the 
United States naval service for twenty-two 
years, and served for three years in G rant's 
campaign during the war. 
H e is a glad lí­ 
ate of tho Naval Academy, and while ho is 
the inventor of a most destructive weapon, 
he is a very unassum ing gentlem an.

1! seems clear to me that the County '¡ovcru- 
luent hill rejaitled tlie Act of i-Tj and gave to 
the Board full power to make the contract in 
question. Iu fact, their power over the matter 
K'i-iqs almost unlimited. 
•Dr. Parkinson not Having taken all the neces­ 
sary steps cntiiling him to citizenship, hi- right 
to hold tile position is for that reusou questioned. 
If the position lie a public office, the objection 
is good; but if it be simply an appointment or 
employment, the objection is untenable. 
I earnin'- do otherwise than regard Dr. Par­ 
kinson as an employe or appointee performing 
public work under a written centrad. He is no 
more a public olKcer tliau the watchman, jan i­ 
tor, or any other county employe, lie gives no 
bond, takes no oath of office, and is nowhere in 
the law mentioned as a public officer. The 
statute nowhere speaks of a City Physician, the 
title being simply an expression coined by the 
public for its convenience. Looking upon the 
position os a county employment, mid not as a 
public office, it follows that one not a citizen 
may hold the same. Respectfully submitted, 
H enry L. Buckley, District Attorney.

T he P olice C om m issioner» " P u t th e r o o t 
D ow n F irm ly .” 
Mayor Brown called a special m eeting of 
the Police Commissioners for 11 \ m. yes­ 
terday, and explained that it had been re­ 
ported to him that gambling games, o: tiie 
kind prohibited by statute, had been going 
on for a night or two, and he asked the 
Chief of Police to report upon the subject. 
Chief D illm au stated that he had posted 
full information as to their duty for the 
benefit of the officer-, and he thought they 
were dcing their duty. 
H e did not knnw 
of any' games that had been running tn vio­ 
lation of tlie law. Some 
hokev-pok< y 
game3 had been played, hut there was no 
percentage taken out, and lie had been in ­ 
formed by tlie City Attorney th at under 
such circumstances a conviction could not 
lie effected, and he had therefore not inter­ 
fered with them . 
City Attorney H art stated that lie had ad­ 
vised that no one could be convicted unless 
it couid be conclusively proved that a per­ 
centage was paid by the gamblers. 
The Mayor expressed the belief that tiie 
officers should arrest any parties playing 
g a m e 3 that appeared to be of the class in ­ 
terdicted, an d ‘leave it to the Courts to de­ 
cide whether tlie defendants had violated 
the law or not. 
Officer McCormack explained that he had 
not made any arrests of hokey-pokey- ¡'lay­ 
ers, as be understood that they could not 
be convicted unless it wax show n that a 
percentage was levied, and he did not wish 
to m ake a farce of it. 
Officer Agner expressed ihe belief that 
the hokey-pokey games running were per­ 
centage games, but that those conducting 
them wera careful to seem to lie oniy tak­ 
ing out money to pay for drinks when the 
officers' came around and looked on. 
The Mayor thought that was probably 
the true inwardness of the matter. 
Judge H enry stated that, as Police Judge 
and Police Commissioner, lie proposed to 
respect his oath of office, and that he would 
vote for ¡lie instant dismissal from the 
force of any officer who refused or neglected 
to perform his duly in enforcing obedience 
to the law. 
The City Attorney concurred in w hat was 
said by both Commissioners, as lie was an 
officer of the Court, and wanted the laws 
enforced. 
Chief Dillmau slated that he had been 
around the city, in every direction and at 
all hours, an d h ad not learned oí any games 
except those of hokey-pokey which he had 
referred to. H e had placed the most ex­ 
perienced officers on the beats where gam­ 
ing m ight be expected, and they had not 
reported anything wrong in progress. 
Officers Sullivan and Pur ral said that 
they liad heard rum ors of faro games in 
operation, but had been'unable to find any. 
Mayor Brown stated that he liad been 
informed that three or m ore faro games 
had been running during the previous 
night, and that theganiing m ust be stooped. 
H e intim ated that if there were not enough 
men on the force more would he furnished, 
and if the officers could not or would not 
(io their duty in the premises, others would 
be found who would prove more efficient. 
If an offieer had good grounds for believ­ 
ing a game was in progress, he should gain 
entrance, breaking the doors down if nec­ 
essary, and arrest, tiie players. T he law 
was ¿r. torced last year, and it could and 
m ust be this year. The Trustees would 
sustain the officers in doing their duty, and 
furnish as many men as were necessary to 
see that the law was respected. His Honor 
succeeded in m aking his hearers under­ 
stand that he was very much in earnest. 
Shortly after the adjournm ent of the 
Board officers McCormick and Agner raided 
a hokey-pokey game at the W estern Hotel, 
and urresled W . F . Taylor, W illiam W ells, 
W illiam Boone, W. Robinson, J. R. Xe- 
beker and C. G. French, who were playing 
at or conducting it. Tlie ” percentage for 
drinks ” panned out largely, am ounting to 
$53 50, which would indicate that the play­ 
ers were very temperate, not m uch giveu to 
smoking, had got excited and forgot to 
“ liquor up,” or wanted to take their drinks 
and cigars by wholesale at the close of the 
g am e! 
Later in the afternoon officer Y'ager ar­ 
rested L. P. Cuno and W illiam Brown fi r 
running a “ wheel of fortune” at the park. 
The Chief of Police has posted a notice 
in his office warning the officers that they 
would be held responsible for any games 
running on their respective beats, and any 
officer neglecting to arrest the gamesters 
would be expelled from the force. The 
sam e penalty would also attach if an officer 
failed to investigate when a game was re­ 
ported, or was otherw ise derelict in bis 
duty. 
Last evening everything was very quiet 
in gambling quarters, and if any games 
were being conducted they' were so much 
“ under the rose ” th at the officers could 
not find them . 
_ 


C ounty A ssessm ents. 
D uring the past week the State Board of 
Equalization has been considering the sub­ 
ject of equalizing the county assessments, 
as has been customary. The investigations 
of the members show that there has been a 
settling of values all over the State during 
the last year. In twenty-seven counties 
there has been a reduction of assessments 
varying from 2? to 7 per cent., the cause of 
which is tiie univctsal decline of real es­ 
tate as compared with 18S4. This is m ainly 
due to the decline in property values inci­ 
dent to the settling of prices, by w hich the 
future tins in the past been discounted, and 
it probably indicates a perm anent condi­ 
tion of values. The railroads of the State 
have also earned less this year than in 
1534, and there is a prospect of considerable 
reduction in the total assessment-roil of 
the State. As tlie equalizing of iast year 
was, in the estim ation of the Board, nearly 
perfect, and as the twenty-seven counties 
referred to were those in which the rolls 
had been raised, and in which a reduction 
could be tolerated, a vote was taken, and 
tlie Board, by a vote of three to two, de­ 
cided informally not to raise any county 
this year. This action is not tinai, but it 
will probably not be reconsidered.

Sacram ento in E astern Fyes. 
E. 
W hitcomb, editor of the Tclertrajih, 
published at Friend, Nebraska, was one of 
the press party from th at State that visited 
California a short tim e since. The follow­ 
ing appears in that journal under date of 
September 3d concerning the visit of the 
party to Sacram ento: 
Leaving San Francisco we took tiie early 
train for Sacramento, where vre were met 
a*, the depot by a delegation of citizens and 
m embers of tlie Pioneers. 
We w eredriven 
around the city to the hail of tlie Pioneer 
Association of Sacramento, where a bounti­ 
ful lunch was -¡.read, and which was par­ 
taken of with hearty cheer, liberally sand­ 
wiched w ith toasts, ably responded to on 
both sides : after which we again took seats 
ill carriages for a visit to tlie California 
Legislature, then in session, and a visit to 
the A rt Gallery,-an institution donated to 
tlie city by Mrs. Crocker, and worth over 
$500,600. 
We were also treated to a visit to 
tiie old fort erected by Colonel Sutter dur­ 
ing the early settlem ent ot Sacramento, as 
well as to a view of a boot worn by the 
Colonel during those days. We were som e­ 
what surprised to find here in the Sacra­ 
m ento valley alm ost all kinds of tropical 
fruits growing and m aturing finely, such 
as lemons, oranges, ligs, limes, pineapple, 
etc.. and w hat is still more strange, m atur­ 
ing a m onth earlier than at Los Angeles, 
50'J or OOu niiies further south. 
Here great 
palm trees wave in tiie gentle breezes, the 
air is scented with the fragrance of the 
m agnolia and orange, w hile large gerani­ 
ums and other kindred plants grow to be 
great tress and fifi tlie air w ith their frag­ 
rance. The men who, in 1840, made the 
long, weary m arch across the great desert, 
and whose great hearts rise up like cart­ 
wheels. alone knew how to entertain the 
Nebraska editors as no one else could, and 
did the honors not excelled at any place 
visited. 
And we left the Capital of the 
Golden State for the return journey across 
the great desert tilled w ith m any new and 
pleasant recollections of tlie hospitable peo­ 
ple, and the bright sunny Italy of America 
we were leaving behind. 
The following is from the Fairfield (Xeb.) 
ITerald, published by one of the edito­ 
rial party that recently visited this coast 
and the capital c ity : 
After a most enjoyable week of sight-see­ 
ing at different points along tlie coast we 
took our final departure from San F ran­ 
cisco on the early train Monday for Sacra­ 
m ento, where entertainm ent awaited us 
upon our arrival. Crossing the bay to Oak­ 
land we took cars down tlie bay about 
twenty-five miles, crossing the point of the 
bav, or m outli of the Sacramento river, on 
a ferry boat nam ed Solano, said to lie the 
largest ferryboat in the world—length 425 
feet, width 116, with 1,700 feet track, or ca­ 
llable of carrying an entire freight train of 
forty-eight cars. 
Reached Sacram ento at 
11 a. si., and found carriages in waiting to 
take us to various points of interest, w hith­ 
er we were escorted by tlie Mayor and sev­ 
eral prom inent citizens. One of the prin­ 
cipal attractions is the art gallery presented 
to the city by Mrs. Margaret CrocUcr. said 
to have cost over a half m illion. W ith de­ 
scriptive catalogues in hand we spent a 
profitable hour here, and w >uld gladly have 
remained days if lim e had perm itted. Tlie 
grounds'about the building are lovely, the 
air sweet from the fragrance of (lowers, 
orange trees bearing fi n it from the flower 
to tlie red orange, palm, crape m yrtle, mag­ 
nolia and a great variety of Southern trees 
and plants. 
\ \ o n-.xt .stopped at the Capi­ 
tol imilding. The Legislature was con­ 
vened in special session, the principle ob­ 
ject being to settle a water privilege—the 
water tight having been acquired by capi­ 
talists v. ho had monopolizad the right, to 
the detrim ent of the public good. Both 
houses adjourned and made our visit most 
agreeable. 
Here Gov. Stonenian joined tlie 
party. 
T he grounds about ¡lie capítol 
building are as beautiful as they could be 
pictured. Tbe building stands on a prom ­ 
inence in tlie center, and the grounds rise 
in benches from the outside,each rise orna­ 
mented with evergreen tastefully trained, 
specimens of the rarest tropical plants, the 
grounds ail sodded to blue-grass, w ith 
walks of dressed stone artistically arranged, 
rustic sittings at convenient places where 
the weary nngbt rest. 
From here we were 
taken to where a feast had been spread 
by tbe society of “ Pioneers of ‘40” in their 
hall. It was a pleasure to m eet w ith tbis 
band of broad-hearted pioneers, and tlieir 
tablc lacked nothing that could tem pt or 
satisfy appetite. They are all noble-hearted 
fellows, never were known to do things by 
halves, and are Hie true type of the Califor­ 
nian. 
Here we were show n as fine speci­ 
men of fruit as we found anywhere. 
Fine 
orchards of every kind are found iu this 
locality. One vineyard of 3,000 acres—or 
“ raisin farm " as it is called; also the hop 
is extensively cultivated and with m uch 
profit. One principal attraction was the 
extensive cultivation of tlie olive tree, and 
it grows, bears and is so well adapted to 
that locality, that ere long tbe country will 
be noted for its o li\e orchards. 
It will be 
remembered that in Turkey, Asia Minor, 
Greece and other countries along the Medi­ 
terranean the olive, as in most ancient 
times, rem ains a substantial article of food. 
As we nulled out from Sacramento, about 
O r. >t„ cheer after cheer rang out for the 
people of the capital city and tbe pioneers 
of ’4i*. and many,were tiie words of praise 
for the kind treatm ent we had received.

Colony S chem es Should b e A d o p ted . 
The imm ediate causg of the undeniable 
fact that other portions of the State, less 
favored in soil, climate and productions, 
are booming along and leaving this section 
nt a standstill, is that the best lands are 
held by individuals in large holdings. 
This is true of Sacramento and other ad­ 
joining counties. 
The Galt Gazette, iu 
speaking upon this subject, truthfully says : 
“ W hile California in general is going 
ahead in wealth and population, we fail to 
note any immediate prospects ot prosperity 
for Galt in particular. There seems to be a 
general desire on tlie part of m any indus­ 
trious citizens of this vicinity to sell out 
and go to some locality where there is 
some prospect of imm ediate growth. 
At 
present Galt has m any em pty houses, and 
before spring there will be several more. 
There is a remedy for this state of affairs, 
and it lies altogether with our large land­ 
holders. If til ese owners of broad acres 
wiil consent to dispose of their unproduct­ 
ive surplus of real estate to industrious 
settlers, a t a fair rem uneration, we may 
look for a boom in Galt. This isa plain 
statement, but, nevertheless, tlie unvar­ 
nished truth. 
Property valuations have 
depreciated 59 per cent, in Galt, as evi­ 
denced by recent salts of town property, 
and rates asked by those who wish to sell. 
Now, this is altogether wrong. Galt has 
been a favored locality, and is now. for that 
matter, end to infuse new life into the 
place, all that is required is for large land­ 
holders to adopt the colony schemes ami 
encourage local enterprises and industries 
calculated to benefit the town. T h e tim e 
will come w hen tlioi-e who are now most 
interested will view m atters in a common* 
sense way. and do all they can to t uild up 
Galt, instead of retarding her prosperity, as 
they apparently have been doing fur the 
past five years. Outsiders are ready and 
willing to invest their capital to aid Galt, 
but m ust at least have the assurance of 
hearty co-operation from property-holders 
and local business m en.’1

Those who have visited the Sandwich 
Islands describe them as presenting scenes 
of tiie m oft enchanting beauty,

depicting tbe bewitching combination of 
coral sands and blue seas, sparkling cas­ 
cades and all tlie bln/.? and brilliancy of 
tropical toliage and flowers. 
** Bine wa­ 
ters,” sava one of them , “ stretched to the 
horizon, the leafjge was alm ost dazzling to 
the eye, the m ountainous island of Molokai 
floated like a great blue m orning-glory on 
the yet bluer se a ; a sweet, soft breeze 
rustled through the palm s; the lazy ripples 
plashed lightly on the sand; hum anity 
basked flower-clad in sunny indolence; 
everything was redundant, fervid, beauti­ 
ful.’' 
The utmost hum anity and gentleness 
appear to have been exercised in the m elan­ 
choly duty of thrusting the lepers out 
from their homes and kindred, but the 
scenes were distressing in the extreme. 
“ The woe of those w ho were taken,” says 
Miss Bird in her interesting account of a 
six m onths’ residence in these islands, 
“ the dism al wai lings of those who were 
left, and the agonized parting when friends 
and relatives clung to the swollen limbs 
and kissed the glistening, bloated faces of 
those who were exiled from them forever. 
I shall never forget.” 
In the course of 
seven or eight years about 1.150 lepers of 
both sexes, in all conditions of life, and 
nearly all ages, wore banished to Molokai, 
it was w ith these hapless mortals that 
Father Damen ca^t his lot some ten or 
twelve vcars ago.— London Sens.

A MARVELOUS CARROT. 
The W ashington correspondent of the 
Baltimore American says : 
Senator Stan­ 
ford, licfore he left for California, was over­ 
run with all sorts of requests from people 
who wanted him to help them , knowing 
his charitable nature. Am ong the last 
persons to call for help was a Southern 


one cent per pound on account of the new 1 
crop. Mr. TaLuadge will realize not less 
than $50 per acre from liis land. The en- ; 
tire cost of seed, planting, cultivation, har­ 
vesting and sacking will not exceed $15 per 
acre, thus leaving to that gentleman a net 
profit of not less than $35 per acre on his 
land. Three such crops would pay for a 
good ranch. After picking in the m anner 
stated above, the pods are carried or hauled 
to the floor, a place about ?.00 feet square, ! 
cleared of all vegetation and loose dirt, and 
made as compact as possible, in the center 
of which they are piled. After having laid 
in the sun fo ra few days the pods com­ 
mence breaking open, and the beans will 
fly to a distance of four to six feet. 
W hen 
they no longer "p o p o u t" themselves, a 
flail is used, after which the hulls are sepa­ 
rated, the beans swept together and cleaned 
of all foreign particles. They are then 
sacked ready for the m arket.—Stockton In­ 
dependent.

C asto r Iteans lu San .loaipiin C ounty. 
A good m any years ago the family of 
Jam es Talmadge, one of the most thorough 
ranchers of northern San Joaquin, who 
lives two and a half miles east of Lodi, on 
the Lockeford road, planted a few castor 
beans in the dooryard for ornam ental pur­ 
poses. From these plants the beans be­ 
came transm itted to various parts of the 
ranch and grew voluntarily. 
The growth 
was so rank and the nn oilier of pods to the 
plant so num erous that the attention oí 
Mr. Talmadge was attracted thereto, and 
he commenced inquiring into the market 
value of the beaus. 
The result was that 
last spring he concluded to plant eighty 
acres of them as an experim ent. 
Present 
indications are that the venture will prove 
em inently satisfactory, and that another 
season will see m any hundred acres of 
them planted in the rich sanity belt of the 
Live Oaks, a soil peculiarly adapted for 
the growth of the castor bean as well as 
the watermelon. 
In company with Henry 
H utchins your correspondent visijed one 
field referred to last Friday afternoon and 
found that the harvest, or " picking,” had 
already commenced, aud from the nature 
of the plant, which continually grows, new 
pods will extend until stopped by the de­ 
cree of Jack Frost. 
The modus operandi of picking, as prac­ 
ticed by Mr. Talmadge, is for the laborer 
to sling a barley sack over his shoulder in 
the m anner of a "g am e "sack and walk 
between two rows, and with a sliarp knife 
cut from the plant those pods which have 
sufficiently matured, and drop them in the 
sack, though in Kansas and other places 
where the w riter has seen these beans 
growing, it has been the custom to attach a 
horse to a sled, on which is a box, and 
drive 1 K-Uveen the rows, or else have a cart 
with high wheels and “ straddle ” one row, 
either of which m ethods enable two men 
to care for a “ through ” of from seven to 
nine or twelve rows. 
In Mr. Talmai’ge's field the land is 
” checked," the lines or rows being four 
feet apart each way. In the hills, or 
crosses, are from one to three plants, and 
the cultivation is the same as that of corn, 
care being taken to keep the surface o f the 
land as near level as possible, in order tu 
hold the moisture, as well as free from all 
foul vegetation. 
Men who have served 
vears in the cultivation of the castor bean 
have visited Mr. Talnmdge’s field and place 
the prospective yield, as a very low esti­ 
mate. at 1,500 pounds p>er acre. 
The present price o f castor beans at tho 
San Francisco factories, of which I believe, 
there are three, is four and one-half cents 
per pound. Allowing for a depreciation of

It is unfortunate that the people who 
have the greatest inter!'-’, at stake in gov­ 
ernm ent are not as active as the saloon­ 
keepers and their patrons. All the talk, 
however, that the German voters wull be 
alienated from the party it it should take 
an advance step against the "too num er- j 
otts” saloon, is nothing but a seme throw n 
out by the wire-workers, who run "saloon” 
politics and bulldoze conventions. 
Natu­ 
rally those who are interested in "num er­ 
ous saloons" denounce the movement, as in 
the interest of prohibition and endangering 
"personal liberty." Such are the phrases 
with which tin y hope tobe able to frighten 
our easilv-excited Teutons. 
It is not. rious 
that the brewers “establish” saloons when­ 
ever and wherever they get a chance to dis­ 
pose of their wares by proxy. Thus we 
have in this city thousands oí "saloons’- in 
one Congressional district nnd dozens of 
saloons in one tenem ent block. 
To decrease this num ber is certainly in 
the interest of good morals, good govern­ 
m ent and good society. 
In the tenem ent 
districts, where the brewers have their m ost 
num erous retail agents, the resident popu­ 
lation pays tribute to ” King Ctam briniu” 
or “ King Cocculns In d icas” to an extent 
hardly credible. Unc-fourtli, or rather one- 
third,"of the wages earned goes up in beer 
and foam. 
No lasting good comes of it or 
the consumer, but the m anufacturer makes 
money, builds palaces on Fifth avenue and 
drinks Sec! 
There is a great deal to b e 
said in favor of the suppression of the “ too 
num erous” saloon, and it is not of the 
“ prohibition ” vernacular 
either. 
The 
arrogance of the saloon in politics, its 
domineering and bulldozing, its enormous 
powers of consum ing and feeding on the 
vitals of the people, and nil the other attri­ 
butes ami evils connected with its too 
num erous existence, have given rise to the 
thought in the m inds of thousands of good 
Republicans that some remedy m ust be ap­ 
plied. The Democratic party claims to be 
the defender of personal liberty “ per se,” 
and would like to see this movement 
take a direction against “ personal lib­ 
erty.”

It is impossible to enact 
laws that shall m ake people religions, so­ 
ber, economical or think, hut it is possible 
ami practicable to convince them that the 
organized opposition of interested m anu­ 
facturers to a universally conceded reform 
in this rank field of the “ too num erous ” 
saloon Is not prom pted by a due and sol­ 
emn regard for their personal liberty, but 
rather born of a sordid greed for the 
“ m illions” in the m aintenance and exten­ 
sion of their lucrative traffic. 
We do not live on " l ’salms and cold 
water ” ourselves, hut we would regard a 
little less of the “ too num erous saloon ” as 
a public blessing and a step in advance for 
the “ pecuniary” im provem ent of 
the 
workingman and his family. 
A nd Ver Rejmhlikaner thinks that the 
party which saved the Union and gaves us 
emancipation, a solid currency and a pro­ 
tective taritf should be able aud m ust solve 
this burning question.

E x tr a o r d in a r y C a r e e r o f RTine. D r. K ib a rt 
In E g y p t a n d C oeJiin C h in a . 
T he death is announced in Cochin China 
of Mrne. Dr. Ribart, a female surgeon of 
rem arkable skill, and wlio3e career was 
very extraordinary—an experience that no 
other woman has "ever had. 
Beginning as 
a waitress in a little drinking shop of the 
Q uartier Latin of 1'aris, she passed while 
still very young through the usual experi­ 
ence of á Parisian grisette, and became con­ 
nected with a medical student who fre­ 
quented the shop. H er instinct was irre­ 
sistible. 
. 
No sooner did she come in contact with 
hia books and instrum ents than she fell 
upon them and literally devoured the 
knowledge they contained. She availed 
herself of his teachings, too, and drew from 
hint everything he learned, so that by the 
tim e she reached the age of 20 she pre­ 
sented herself for exam ination r.“ surgeon, 
and passed the ordeal brilliantly and tri­ 
um phantly. She soon recognized the field 
that lay open to her in the Egyptian ha­ 
rem ,, to which male surgeons were not ad­ 
mitted, and where women suffered unspeak­ 
able tortures for lack of proper attendance. 
At Cairo she speedily established a large 
practice, and had every prospect of doing 
well, but her habits of dissipation had been 
formed early—had become rooted and were 
unconquerable. She plunged into incon­ 
ceivable debauches, such as would not have 
been possible anyw here else, and the his­ 
tory of her life there would not be adm it­ 
ted to the pages of even a chronique scan- 
daleuse. 
H er career of vice finally ended in an 
Egyptian mad-house, and her sufferings in 
that horrible place were as great as her 
excesses had been. After six m onths of 
this severe but salutary regimen she recov­ 
ered her m ind, but never forgave her 
heartless 
and 
disreputable 
Levantine 
friends who hastily thrust her out of sight 
and m ind into the horrors of an insane 
asylum . 
H er career in Egypt was over. Site cauld 
not return to Europe, and nothing was left 
her but the French possessions in Asia. 
She m ade her way out to the Freuch col­ 
ony in Cochin China. 
Here her talents 
anil beauty, which, despite the life she had 
led in Egypt and her suflerings in the m ad­ 
house, had never failed, won her instant 
recognition, and she was in great demand 
am ong women. 
The old queen m other a* Anam had 
been blind for years, and hailed w ith de­ 
light the prospect of relief held out to her 
hv the .French physician. Mme. R ibart 
died suddenly the day before the operation 
was performed, the result, as supposed, of 
the strains upon her health which her 
Egyptian experiences had entailed. She 
was still young, and had prospects of re­ 
deeming the past, for her talents in her 
difficult profession were great and u n ­ 
doubted. 
Probably no European woman 
ever knew sb much of the inner life of the 
btirem in the East and its dark side as tliis 
ex-grisette.—A'. F. World. 


F o r c in g S e e d lin g V in es to F ru it# 
In a recent num ber of the R eive Ilarli- 
cole, of Paris, J. A. Hardy describes his 
m ethod of treating seedling vines by which 
fruit was produced in eighteen m onths 
from the seed. The experiments were con­ 
ducted at the H orticultural School at Ver­ 
sailles. The m ethod was as follows: “ Un 
the 10th of January, 1885, fifteen Chasselas 
seed were planted in a bed in the green­ 
house. During the entire period of culture 
the tem perature of the house was kept 
w ithin the range of 21° to 20° centigrade, 
varying from 10° to 20° during the day and 
12° to 15° during the night. They were 
given air whenever judged necessary, tak­ 
ing care to increase the ventilation in pro- 
porlion as the tim e approached when the 
vines were to be placed iu the open air. 
The disbudding, pinching and beading 
were attended to according to the needs 
of the plants, as well as the watering 
and sprinkling. 
The seeds came up in 
twenty-eight and thirty days after planting. 
The young plants were transplanted when 
they showed their second leaves (not in­ 
cluding the cotyledons) into 0-centimeter 
pots filled w ith richly composed earth. 
W hen the roots touched the sides of the 
pots the vines were transplanted to 10-cen- 
ti m eter pots, and, according to their devel­ 
opment, into 22 and 32 centimeter pots. In 
order to obtain well-ripened wood, the 
vines were placed iu the open air Septem­ 
ber 10th, where they remained until the 
leaves fell. From the fifteen seeds sown 
ten plants were grown. Of these ten two 
were rejected, eight only being retained. 
Of these eight vines six were placed in the 
house and started into growth January 20, 
1S8G, with careful culture, but without 
forcing. 
Three of the plants had good 
wood, about one centim eter (say S of an 
inch) in diameter, the other three being 
more feeble, notw ithstanding which they 
were the ones to fruit first. One plant bore 
one bunch, of which a portion of the ber­ 
ries was abortive; another gave two small 
bunches which resembled Corinth grapes; 
finally the third produced seven fairly per­ 
fect bunches resembling the 
Chasselas 
grapes, from which they were grown. This 
vine had one branch which bore three clus­ 
ters, one of which was forwarded to the 
editor of the Revue. In planting seeds of 
the vine and treating the plants as stated, 
that is to say, as cuttings of one hud are 
treated according to the English m ethod, it 
is possible to obtain grapes the year follow­ 
ing the planting of the seed. In the exper­ 
iment which forms the subject of this note, 
m ature fruit was obtained in eighteen 
m onths from the tim e the seed was plant­ 
ed.” The advantage of this system to the 
experim enter who is attem pting to origin­ 
ate new varieties is very great in that the 
saving of tim e over the usual m ethod is 
four or five years. 


S tr a n g e r th a n F ic tio n .

The family 
were seated around the supper table, afl 
being present except Máxime, the boy art­ 
ist, who had not yet returned from his les­ 
son. 
Presently he came into the dining­ 
room in a ra'h er hasty tnannei, and took 
his seat at the table w ithout speaking to 
anyone. Mr. Isoard noticed M axime’s be­ 
havior, as not exactly in keeping with his 
usually polite and courteous demeanor, and 
in a pleasant, but reproving way, said, 
“ Good evening, M áxime.” 
The hoy felt 
th at he was reproved, and replied good- 
naturedly, excusing himself. One of his 
brothers spoke up

toward his father. “ Yes, m y son,” said 
the f ither, wishing to help the other boy to 
carry out his jo k e ; “ I aui going to France. 
I have received a letter telling me that my 
brother is dead, and left a great deal of 
money, and I am going for m y share of it.” 
After conversing in this line a few m in­ 
utes, M axime’s anxiety was relieved by 
telling him it was only a joke. 
Im mediately after supper Mr. Isoard 
started down town to his place of business. 
Upon entering his store, he was m et by his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Michel, who handed 
him a letter bearing the postm ark of his 
native place in France. H e glanced at the 
address, saw that it was not in the hand­ 
writing of his brother, but in the hand 
writing of a sister who was living with 
him , and exclaimed, “ My brother is dead.” 
It was true. The letter informed him that 
his brother had died at his hom e on the 
13th of August. 
The news was altogether unexpected by 
him . H e had not heard that his brother 
was sick, and had no reason to think of his 
death. The last letter received from him 
informed him that he was in his usual 
health, except that he was suffering slight­ 
ly from rheum atism . 


C a p ita l a m i L a b o r C o m b in e . 
A Maine m anufacturer proposes to pro­ 
tect him self against strikes or complica­ 
tions w ith his employes in the future by 
adm itting them ail iuto partnership with 
him. 
In other words, a shoe firm of Au­ 
burn, Maine, which employs 760 hands, 
called its employes together a week or so 
ago and presented the details of a profit- 
sharing plan, of which the following is an 
o u tlin e: 
The firm is to pay as high wacc3 as its 
competitors, and will divide among the 
employes the net profits in the ratio that 
their labor contributes to the cost of the 
shoe. The m anagem ent will be vested in 
the firm, and the net proceeds will he the 
balance rem aining after paying ordinary 
i xpensesand proper salaries to the manage­ 
m ent, deducting a reasonable am ount for 
wear and tear and interest on the plant, 
with a reserve fund for losses. The head 
of the firm pointed out that it would be 
easy to increase the profits live per cent, by 
increased economy in the processes of 
manufacture, aud whatever was thus saved 
would he a p a n of the profits to which the 
wage-earners would be entitled. The plan 
“ was received w ith the greatest enthu­ 
siasm, and a dozen or m ore of the work­ 
men m ade brief addresses of thanks and 
congratulations, taking the ground that the 
plan would result in increased economy in 
the factory', and increased interest and 
energy, and even if no dividend was se­ 
cured, they would be as well off as under 
the old system.” 
They appointed a com­ 
mittee to assist the firm in carrying the 
plan into execution. 
_ 
The outcome of this experim ent will un­ 
doubtedly be looked for with interest by- 
other manufacturers, though there can 
scarcely be a doubt of its success, if it is 
assumed that the firm has been m aking a 
fair profit heretofore. T he plan has been 
tried in France, with the most gratify ing 
results, by one of the largest m anufacturing 
firms in that country. They have found 
that not only did their profits increase, bat 
that there was a good surplus to distribute 
among their workman. Both sides thus i 
profited, and this will probably he the case | 
w ith the M aine firm. The m anufacturer 
secures a stricter attention to business, ; 
greater economy, harder and more inter-1 
eated and intelligent work, and all that, de- 
votjon which cos best ha secured from

F r e s n o R a is in s .—Last year our county 
ranked second in the am ount of raisins 
nroduced am ong the counties of our State. 
Fresno was credited with 135.000 boxes, or 
2 700,000 pounds of m arketable raisins. 
This immense am ount of fruit is now en 
tirely out of m arket, and for some m onths 
past it has been impossible to secure any 
first quality Fresno raisins. )Ve know of 
instances where $5 have been refused for a 
2* pound box of very choice raisins in this 
city. People would be going East to visit 
relatives and friends, and desiring to take 
along a box or two of really fine raisins to 
show w hat has and is being accomplished 
by those engaged iu the industry here, they 
have paid fancy prices for all of the 
" chrom o" packed Fresno raisins to he 
had. 
Indications are that the raisin crop 
of this section will be fully 100 per cent, 
greater than last year, and every raisin- 
packer is taking special care to secure per­ 
fect and attractive packing. So im portant 
has the raisin industry become in Fresno 
county that Eastern dealers come here to 
contract with producers fur their entire 
pack, and only last week George W. Meade 
,t Co., of San Francisco, purchased the 
fruit cannery in this city for the express 
purpose of turning it into an imm ense 
fruit-drying and raisin-packing establish­ 
m ent. They wi'l endeavor to buy up most 
of the raisins of the county and pack them 
to suit themselves.—Republican. 


A M u s c u la r Congress man.—Hon. Tim 
Tarnsey, M. C.. from one of the Michigan 
lum ber districts has had some rare experi­ 
ence among his muscular constituents.

one time, when he was ’Squire Tarnsey, lie 
made an enemy, and the tellow made dire 
threats against his personal safety.

THE LAW OF HANDSHAKING. 


T h e O flrns© o f S lin k in g a H a n d A g a in st 
th e O w n e r’s W ill. 
The following paragraph from an Eng­ 
lish paper points a moral which has long 
been neglected : “A t the Tham es Folice 
Court on Monday Edw ard Lowcock was 
charged with disorderly conduct. A police 
Sergeant stated that on Tuesday, as the 
Prince of W ales was on his return journey 
from the People's Palace at the East End, 
the prisoner rushed through the police 
rank, caught hold oí the royal carriage, 
and tried to shake hands with the Prince. 
W itness caught him , but not before the 
carriage had knocked him down. 
The 
prisoner said he was carried away with en­ 
thusiasm . 
Ho was ordered to keep the 
peace.” 
Careful observers of hum an nature have 
long foreseen that the mad love of shaking 
bauds which characterizes the Anglo-Saxon 
race would, sooner or later, result in some 
such catastrophe as this. 
But the English 
Judiciary has risen to the emergency, and 
as the result a new bulw ark is erected in 
defense of individual rights. Jurists on 
both sides of the water have hailed the de­ 
cision in the case of Lowcock as establish­ 
ing this hitherto undeclared principle that 
to shake hands with a man against his will 
is a breach of the peace, and may be pun­ 
ished accordingly. 
It m akes no difference, 
of course, that in this particular case the 
heir to the throne was the person assaulted. 
In such m atters the common law of Eng­ 
land recognizes no distinction between the 
King and his meanest subjeet. _ To break 
into a royal palace and steal the crown 
from under the King’s pillow would be 
nothing more than a burglary, and a crime 
no greater than th at of m aking a sim ilar 
entry into a peasant’s hut. In the same 
wav’it will, since the decision in re. Low­ 
cock, be held a breach of the peace to shake 
hands w ith any unw illing subject of the 
British Empire. 
It is no wonder that this ease is said to 
have created a flutter in London clubs. 
Several notorious bores have already been 
threatened w ith police prosecution, ami a 
com plaint of assault and battery was lodged 
last week by a Tory barrister against a Lib­ 
eral candidate for Parliam ent, who, under 
a m istake as to the barrister’s political 
views, had solicit'd his vote and wrung his 
hand w ith hypocritical fervor. The fact 
is that this new decision will hit politicians 
harder than it will any other class; and 
if the precedent iu Lowcock's case should 
be followed in this country, it would occa­ 
sion som ething very like a revolution in 
political m ethods. 
W ho is not familiar 
with the public m an's shake of the hand? 
W ho has not flinched under the pressure 
of his tough and callous palm ? 
W ho lues 
not seen him tum bling over intervening 
chairs in his eagerness to grasp the hand 
of some newly introduced constituent? 
W hat will become of him if it is in the 
fiower of any cynic or M ugwump or disap­ 
pointed “ worker ” to have him up in Court 
and bound over to keep the peace for ail 
unlaw ful attem pt to shake hands? 
Let 
civil service reformers consider the ad­ 
visability of embodying the law of Low- 
cock’s case in the statutes of thu United 
States. 
Collateral principles, also, of nearly eqnal 
importance would seem to flow from this 
decision. 
If it be assault and battery to 
shake a m an's hand against his will, it 
must he a crim e of some sort to buttonhole 
and detain him by m ain force. 
Nor will 
there he anything unusual in his develop­ 
m ent of a legal principle. Students of his­ 
tory are familiar with the m anner in which 
the common law of England is m ade re­ 
sponsive to the changing conditions of so­ 
ciety. 
W henever the new application of a 
law becomes necessary, some Judge, more 
acute or more bold than his fellows, is sure 
to find som ething which, if not a precedent, 
can be m ade to wear an appearance of being 
such, so as to satisfy the conservative in­ 
stincts of the bench. This has been the 
course in Lowcock’s case. It was always 
illegal to rush up to a m an (w ithout per­ 
mission, expressed or implied), and rudelv 
twist or squeeze his leg ; hereafter it will 
equally he u crime to inflict the same vic- 
lence upon his hand, and, before long, we 
may expect a judicial decision to the effect 
that buttonholing also Is an offense against 
the peace and order of society, and puuish- 
ableby fine or im prisonm ent.—Boston ,1 d- 
verliser..

T a m p e rin g W ith J u r o r s . 
Corruption in all its forms has existed in 
England at different periods of her history. 
Tampering with Judges and jurors was 
once common. A statute of the reign ot 
Henry VIL, in the year 1434, recites that 
“perjury is much and customarily used 
within the city of London among such per­ 
sons as paseen and been impanelled upon 
issues joined between party and partvu’ 
“The Dance of Death,’’ translated from the 
French in the same reign by John Lydgate, 
with new incidents, adapted to the Eng­ 
land of his day, mentions a juror who had 
given a false verdict for money. Stow tells 
us that in 146S many London jurors were 
punished by having papers fastened to 
their heads, setting forth how they had 
been tampered with in such and such a 
suit. 
A letter from the Bishop of London 
to Cardinal Wolsey, given by Grafton in 
his "Chronicles,” says that a London jury 
would find Abel guilty of the murder of 
Cain. 
Jardine remarks that the “proceed­ 
ings against persons accused of State of­ 
fenses in the early periods oí our history 
do not deserve tile name of trials—they 
weie a mockery of justice.” The purifi­ 
cation of the bench was probably due 
in a large measure to the fate of Ba­ 
con. However that may be, England can 
now boast of a long line of incorruptible 
Judges and immalculate juries. That form 
of bribery which is often a concomitant of 
party government—the bestowal of offices 
and valuable consideration of various 
kinds to secure allegiance to the party in 
power — was very common during the 
eighteenth century in England. Walpole, 
writing in 1775, says of Lord Lyttelton : 
“ This hopeful young man, who. on being 
refused a place, spoke for the Americans, 
and in two days, on getting one, against 
them, being reproached with such precipi­ 
tate changes, said that with his fortune 
nobody could suppose that he thought of 
the value of the salary.” During the reign 
of George III. 388 peers were created, 
nearly all for political jobbery, which gen­ 
erally took the form of the manufacture of 
constituencies to return adherents of the 
Government. It was a common practice to 
carry an election by splitting up one free­ 
hold into ten, thus "multiplying tenfold the 
influence of the local magistrate. Lord 
Melville, during the first quarter of this 
century, was able to return thirty-nine out 
of the forty-five members for Scotland. 
Horace Waipole, in commenting on the 
death of Lord Clive in 1774, writes with the 
utmost naivete. “ He had just named ten 
members for the new Parliament.”— The 
Quarter!¡/ Rciiew.

A Washington correspondent 
of the 
Cincinnati Times-Star writes: One of the 
busiest persons in Washington these hot 
summer days is Ainsworth R- Spofford, 
the Librarian of Congress. 
While other 
people are disporting themselves by moun­ 
tain or seaside he is busy with his plans 
for the new Library building. And while 
other people are happy in their relief front 
work he is more happy in this opportunity 
to devote himself to this work. It has been 
the project of his existence for many years. 
There had been biil after bill in Congress 
for the erection of a Library building, and 
Mr. Spcfford lias been waiting for these 
many years to see the accomplishment of 
his hopes. Now that the proposition has 
actually become a fact and the land for the 
site has been purchased, he cheerfully re­ 
linquishes his summer vacation for the 
work he has so long hoped to see accom­ 
plished. 
Mr. Spofford is a wonderful man. 
Talk 
of walking encyclopedias, he is an ency­ 
clopedia of encyclopedias—and a walking 
one, loo. 
No matter what you want to 
know, if it is to be found out in books, you 
have only to go to Mr. Spofford, and he 
will put you in a way to find it. He is one 
of the busiest men in Washington, but 
never too busy to answer a question relat­ 
ing to information to be had from books. 
Approach him on any other subject than 
the one connected with his life study, and 
his replies are brief, often in monosylla­ 
bles, showing that he takes no interest in 
the subject. 
Turn the conversation to 
books or a kindred topic, and he is all at­ 
tention. He has studied the library build­ 
ings of the world, and the new building 
which is to be constructed under his super­ 
vision will be a model, so far as it may 
with the rather limited sum which Con­ 
gress tardily and grudgingly give for the 
preservation of the splendid library which 
Mr. Spofford has had in keeping, and which 
has so largely accumulated in the past 
twenty-two years. 
The" library' of Congress, to which Mr. 
Spofford was appointed Librarian by Presi­ 
dent Lincoln in 1S63, then consisted of 75,- 
O00 volumes. Now it contains 750,000 vol­ 
umes of books and pamphlets. Then its 
quarters were considered commodious and 
capacious; now they are crowded with 
piles and boxes of books that cannot be 
used because there is not room for their 
distribution, and many dark rooms in the 
basement of the Capitol are filled with vol­ 
umes which cannot be given accommoda­ 
tions in the library itself. Then the salary 
of the Librarian and his assistants was $6,­ 
000 or $7,000 a year ; now their total sala­ 
ries amount to nearly $10,000 a year. Then 
the library was surpassed by many in dif­ 
ferent parts of the world; now there are 
but four in the entire world which outrank 
it. Vet the rate ot increase which has been 
the iile for many years past, Mr. Spofford 
willínave a round million of books and 
pamphlets to store away in his new library 
budding when it is completed. The rate 
of increase in the number of works in the 
library in the past year has been very 
rapid. By law, every person who copy­ 
rights a book must send two copies to the 
library. Besides this, Congress gives him 
$50,000 to $75,000 a year for the purchase of 
bocks for it, and under the careful manage­ 
ment of Mr. Spofford this gives a rapid in­ 
crease in the number of its works. The li­ 
brary now is increasing at the rate of nearly 
50,000 volumes a year. The collection is a 
wonderful one. It comprises books in ten 
different languages, and on many impor­ 
tant subjects it has a volume of every work 
published. Many of the works upon the 
shelves are especially valuable for their an­ 
tiquity, while in all new publications, both 
in this country and elsewhere, it keeps 
fully up to the times. 
The Library, while it is called the Li­ 
brary of Congress, is really the Library of 
the people. Anybody who visits it may 
examine at his leisure any of the works 
upon its shelves, and, by depositing the 
value of any book, may take it to his home 
and keep it for a considerable time. 
It is 
the Mecca of the historian and careful 
writer from all parts of the country. 
They travel here to study the works of 
reference upon its shelves, and any day 
you may see within its walls men and 
women of letters studying the valuable 
records which it contains. 
The Library was founded in 1802 with 
some 3.000 volumes 
carefully 
selected 
in London. John Randolph was one of its 
earliest friends and supporters. 
Jefferson 
was also its friend, and when he found it 
necessary to part with his line collection of 
books they were promptly purchased by 
Congress and added to the Library. It is 
said that Jefferson shed tears on parting 
with his library, which was for that time 
a very fine one. Like other features of the 
great Government it has had it reverses. 
It was destroyed by tire when the British 
invaded Washington in 1814. They took 
the hooks from the Library, which was 
then in the Capitol, as it is now, and, pilin 
them on the floor of the ball of Representa­ 
tives, set tire to them, and thus tired the 
great building. Thirty-seven years later a 
fire caused by a defective fine destroyed 
half the Library, which then consisted of 
some 60,(f00 volumes. 


A n in d u s tr y t h a t is N e v e r S u sp e n d e d . 
There is one industry that is never sus­ 
pended, even in the deadest part of the 
season, and though it is carried on to an 
enormous extent at the seaside, it flourishes 
right straight along in the city. It is prac­ 
ticed chiefly through the air, and from 
window to window, and strangers from 
abroad say that Boston seems to have a 
great specialty in this line. No doubt the 
superior narrowness of our streets is one of 
the stimulating causes, and yet it is prac­ 
ticed as much at the South End. where the 
streets are fairly broad, as it is at the West 
Eml, where they are of various degrees of 
narrowness.

back 
with a 
handkerchief in her hand, which she does 
not wave. The next day the voung man 
starts a smile, and the young woman half­ 
starts one. The next day the young man’s 
smile has become fully developed, and the 
young woman’s is where his was the day 
before. The next day the young man wears 
a tremendous grin, and the young woman a 
grinlet. 
Then handkerchiefs are waved, 
and divers accidental signals exchanged. 
The business is now well under way. 
In the meantime each party lias been 
dying of curiosity to know aboiit the other. 
There have been mysterious questionings 
of people in the house, and all sorts of sur­ 
mises and guesses, the majority of which 
are upset by some unforseen behavior on 
the part of the person across the wav. 
Finally, the young woman, who is going 
out on a little shopping errand, happens to 
sit down on the window-sill for an instant, 
quite thoughtlessly, with her hat in hand. 
The voung men instantly appears at the 
opposite window with his hat and cane in 
his baud. Thump, thump! There is a 
heart beating on the part of somebody. 
But she goes out just the same, and on the 
next corner she is overtaken bv him, who 
acts a little sheepish as lie takes'oif his hat 
when he comes u p ; but he conducts the 
thing briskly enough after all, and tiiere is 
a very fascinating promenade; and after 
that the window department of the busi 
ness is intensified beyond what either grin 
ning party dreamed of in the first place.— 
Boston Record.

No doubt the tannin which tea 
that has been standing contains does a great 
amount of mischief; but theism belongs, 
rather, to that class of diseases in which 
morphinism, cafleism and vanilism are 
found. The habit of tea-drinking is one 
that grows on its victims like the similar 
ones of opium or alcohol. Taken in strict 
moderation and with due precaution, tea is. 
like alcohol, a valuable stim ulant; in its 
abuse there is a certain analogy.—Science.
